The manuscript known ^s BetiedUtionarius Roberfi Arehtepiscopi, 
formerly in the Cathedral Library of Rouen, and now in the 
Public Library of the same city, has been frequently described 
wiih more or less fulness of detail, and some parts of Its conlents 
have been more than once printed. The learned French Oratorian 
Jean Morin made considerable extracts from it in his great 
works. De Disciplina in Administratione Sacramenti Poettitentiae ' 
and De Sacris Ecclesiae Ordinationibns? He was inclined to 
attach to its evidence an importance greater than that which 
it may properly claim, since, in common with some other 
scholars of his own day, he assigned to the book a date much 
earlier than that at which the earliest portion of its contents 
seems to have really been written." Martfene, whose estimate 
of the date of the book practically agrees with that of Morin, 
made much use of the text for his work, De Antiquis Ecclesiae 
Ritibus.^ Mabillon also publlshed in his Vetera Analecta some 
of the later parts of the contents of the volume : ^ he, too, seems 
to have been somewhat at fault in decidiag the date of the 
portions which he printed. 

In 1746 the Abbc Saas, in his account of the manuscripts of 
the Library of Rouen Cathedral, devoted some pages to the 
book, and in 1747 certaln questions as to its history were 
rather warmly debated between him and his critic, Dom Tassio.* 
The volume was also the subject of notices by the Abbi Gour- 
din in 1812,^ and by the Enghsh bibliophile T. F. Dibdin in

i82i,' In 1832 Mr. John Gage* appended a careful account of 
the book and its contents to his edition of the Benedictional 
of S. yEthelwold,^ More recently it has been described by 
M. Silvestre in his Pathgraphie Universcllc, by M. Pottier in 
Frere's Maniiel du Bibliograplie Normand, and by the late 
Professor Westwood in his Facsimiles of Mittiaiures and Orna' 
ments in Anglo-Saxon and Irish Manuscripts. Brief notices of 
it may be found in the list of English Pontilicals prefixed by 
the Dean of Carlisle to his edition of the Pontifical of Cardinal 
Bainbridge,' in the more detailed list included by Mr, W. H. 
Frere in the third volume of the Alcuin Club Coileclions, and in 
M. Henri Omont's Catalogue of the MSS. of the Rouea 
Library. 

The volume, which now* bears the press-marlc Y 7, is in a 
modern binding of yellow leather, and contains igi numbered 
leaves, measuringapproxtmately I2| hy g% inches." So faras its 
original contents are concerned, the manuscript is a fine speci- 
men of English writing and illumination : the miniatures which 
remain are on!y three in number; but in each case the page 
facing the miniaturc is decorated with a border in gold and 
colour ; and similar borders appear in two other places where 
there is now no miniature. In one of these places (between 
fol. 8 and fol. 9) there is an apparent break in the text ; and 
here at any rate it seems likely that a leaf has been removed : 
in the other case (between fol. 27 and fol. 28) it does not 
appear that any part of the text has been lost 

The book is commonly called a " Benedictional," but it 
contaiiis not only a Bencdictional in the narrower sense of the 
word — a collection of Episcopal benedictions for use in the 
service of the Mass, such as we find as a separate volume in 
the Benedictional of S, jEthelwoJd, or as a part of most of the 
English Pontificals — but also a collection of Pontifical offices. 
It might, in fact, be described with equal or greater accuracy

as a Pontificaiy There is a distinction between the two parts, 
so far as the decoration is concerned : the ornamental borders 
and full-page miniatures are confined to the Benedictional 
proper : and at the end of this part, and at the beginning of the 
Pontifical portion, some leaves seem to have been left blank, as 
though it might have been intended to bind the two portions 
separately. The like division by blank leaves, however, seems 
to have been made between the two sections of the Bene- 
dictional portion : and it is to be noted that a particular form, 
which occurs in the second portion of the book, and is therc 
written at fuU length, is indicated only by its first words when 
its use is contemplated in the first portion. If the Benedic- 
tional proper had been intendcd to be made a separate volume, 
it is most likely that it would have contained this form in fuU.- 

There seems to be no reason to doubt the correctness of 
Professor VVestwood's judgement that the MS, was written 
during the latter part of the tenth century in the New Minster 
of Winchester, Its handwriting and illumination seem to 
approach more nearly to those of the Benedictional of S. 
^thelwold than to the rather later work of the Missal of Robert 
of Jurai^ges ; and the place of writing may be determined with 
sufficient certainty from the character of the writing and orna- 
meatation, and also from the appearance in the text of the 
Benedictional proper of forras for the festivals of S. Judoc and 
S. Grimbald, who were speciaJly venerated at the New Minster, 
and the presence of the names of the same saints in the litanies 
contained in the Pontifical portion of the volume/ The theory.

advanced by Mr. Gage and approved by Professor Westwood, 
that the volume was intended for the use of ^thelgar, some 
time Abbot of the New Minster, who became Bishop of Selsey 
in gSo, and succeeded S. Dunstan in the throne of Canterbury 
in 988, seems not unlikely to be correct ; but there is no direct 
evidence of its truth. The provision of benedictions for the 
festivals of S. Grimbald and S. Judoc, which ivere probably not 
generally observed outside the New Minster, might perhaps 
suggest that the volume was intended for use in ihe NewJ 
Minster itself, and not for the use of a Bishop of Selsey or anfl 
Archbishop of Canterbury.^ I 

in the shorter of the two litanies mentioned above it is to 
be observed that certain names are written in gold : they are 
those of the Blessed Virgin Mary. S. Michael, S. Pctcr, S. 
Bartholomew, and S. Denis, With regard to the first three of 
these names, the fact of their being thus distinguished is hardly 
remarkable ; but the selection of the names of S. Bartholomew 
and S. Denis, in a litany where the number of saints mentioned 
by name in each group is so small as in this particular case, 
is itself rather singular, and seems, when it is emphasized by 
the distinction given to the names by ihe use of gold, to demand 
some attention.^ It can hardly, however, suggest any decided 
inference as to the place for which the book was originally 
intended to serve, or modify the opinion whlch is formed on 
other grounds as to the place where it was written. With 
regard to the name of S. Denis, it seems most likely that the 
importance given to it is the result of a temporary jncrease in 
the cultus of the saint in England at the time to which the 
book belongs. Such increased veneration of S. Denis may not 
unreasouably be connected with what we learn as to the special 
devotion with which the saint was regarded by S. Edith of 
Wilton, and with the account of the vision of S. Dunstan, after 
the death of S. Edith, in which S. Denis appeared as her 
companion, sent to announce the honour given to her in heaven 
and due to her on earth.^ If the MS. was written, as has been 
supposed, between 980 and 990, it would not be unlikely that

some special distmction should be given by the scribe to the 
name of S. Denis. 

The name of S. Bartholomew seems to have been written 
later than those with which it is associated in the Htany ; and 
this may su^est that the introduction of the name of the 
Apostle, or the prominence given to it, may be due to some 
special circumstances connected with a place where the book 
was in use at a date somewhat later than that of the original 
scribe It is indeed probable that before the alleged translation 
of the S3int's remains from Benevento to Rome reports of 
miracles wrought by his intercession had become more noiable 
or more widely spread : even if the translation did not actually 
take place before the end of the tenth century,' the same causes 
which induced one or more of the Emperors to seek to bring 
it about may have had some effect even in England upon the 
cultus of the Apostle. The bencdiction forhis festiva! In the 
book under conslderation, and also in the Pontifical of S. 
Dunstan, makes express mention of the niimber of his miracles, 
whereas in the Benedictional of S. ^thelwold and in Pontificale 
Lanaletetise the form provided is less specially significant The 
appearance of S. Bartholomew's name among those of the 
patron saints of Croyland seeras to date from the time of 
thc restoration of the abbey, and is probably to be connected 
with the relic of the Apostle said to have been bequeathed to 
Croyland by Turketul, the first abbot of the restored monasteiy, 
having been acquired by him as a gift from Henry " the Fowler," 
to whom it had been given by a Duke of Benevcnto. If we 
accept the statements on the subject contained in the Chronicle 
of Ingulf, it would appear that before the middle of the tenth 
century a notable rclic of the saint had found its way to 
England." The dedication-title of the parish church at Hyde 
scems at first sight to suggest the possibility of an early 
veoeration of the Apostle in a place specially connected with 
the New Minster; but the date of the dedication is uncertain: 
and the close relation of the New Minster with the place to 
whicb it was afterwards removed is probably of a date later

tion of a new building. It is less easy to account for the later 
insertion of his name, apart from local considerations of some 
special kind, 

Such local reasons, it would seem, were to be found at 
Canterbury. at a time somewhat later than that to which the 
main body of the MS. has been assigned. It was in the time of 
the Archbishop .(Ethelnoth (/.!?. after 1019), and apparcntly before 
the death of Canute (iith November, 1035). that the Oueen 
Erama gave to Christ Church, Canterbury, the arm of S. Bar- 
tholomew, which she purchased frora a Bishop of Benevcnto." 
If the addition of the saint's name was made at Canterbury, 
after the acquisition of this reiic, the insertion and the decora- 
tion of the name seem to be sufficiently explained. On this 
hypothesis, the MS. must have remained in England at least 
until the year 1020, — a point which, though it is far from being 
certain, ought perhaps to be taken into accour.t in considering 
the question of its ownership. 

This question has been the subject of a good deal of dis- 
cussion. That the book was at some time the property of an 
Archbishop named Robert scems to be generally admitted ; 
but there is a doubt whether the possessor was R.obert of 
Jumi^gcs, the Norman Archbishop of Canterbury, who was 
driven from his see in 1052 and died at Jumi^ges in 1070, or 
Robert of Normandy, Archbishop of Rouen from 990 to 1037. 

On the recto of fol. i a hand, probably not earJier than the 
seventeenth century, has written the title, " Benedictionarius 
Roberti Archiepiscopi." After these words, something appears 
to have been erased, The Abbe Saas, in the eighteenth 
century, supplicd the word " Cantuariensis." Dom Tassin, in

lus criticism of Abb^ Saas, maintained that Ihe word erased 
faad been " Rotomagensis." He suggested that thc erasure 
bad been made by Saas himself, and that a corresponding 
alteration had been made in the inscription on the covcr of the 
book. Saas, in bis reply, alleged that the erasure or erasures 
bad beea made long before his on'» day, and that in supplying 
tbe word " Cantuariensis " he had followed the indication of 
a still older inscription, which he had found on the inside of 
tbe cover — " Robertus Cantuaritarum Archiepiscopus anno 
Cbristi 1050,"^ Both disputants, apparently, agreed in iden- 
tiTying the book (then in the Cathedra! Library at Rouen) 
with a volurac described as " Benedictionarius Roberti Archi- 
episcopi " in a list of the Cathedral books drawn up in the 
tune of Archbishop Godofredus (1111-112S): and Tassin argues 
with much force that in such a list the designation " Robertus 
Axchicpiscopus " is much more likeiy to indicate Robert the 
Arcbbishop of Rouen than to refcr to an .\rchbishop of Canter- 
buiy, who, though Norman by birth, had no special connection 
with Rouen or with the Cathedral Church, where the Hst was 
written. The evidence of the note on wbich Abbe Saas based 
his conjecturc seems hardly lo outweigh the probability in 
favour of this interpretation of the list, The form " Cantuari- 
tamm " does not suggest a very early date for the note in 
which it occurs. 

At first sight, no doubt, Robert of Jumicges scems to be the 
more likely of the two Archbishops to have been the means of 
transferring an English Ser\-ice-book to Normandy. VVe know 
tbat be did so transfer the Sacramentary known as the " Missal 
of Robert of Jumieges," which, like the " Beiiedictional," has 
now found a home in the Public Library of Rouen.^ But lie 
was not, perhaps, very likely to have given the book to a church 
with which he had no such close personal conncction as he bad 
with the monastery of Jumieges, lo which he gave the " Missal." 
On the olher hand, RoberC of Normandy is the more likely to 
have given such a book to his own cathedral church ; and he is 
aot unlikely to have become possessed of such a book. either by 
gift or by purchase. He was the brother of Queen Emma, the 
wifc of Ethelred H. and of Canute, and mother of Edward the 
Confessor. On the assumption thac the book was at first 
tbe property of ^thelgar, it is to be noticed that the date of

a time at least thirty years after the death of /Ethelgar, wheD 
the long pontificate of Robert of Rouen was more than half j 
completed. I 

On the whole, it may be said that while the evidence of the 1 
Rouen list, and the fact that the book was for centuries the 
property of the Cathedral Church of Rouen, seem to be in 
favour of Dom Tassins view, the question of ownership can 
hardty be decided with certainty. If the evidence does not 
warrant a decision in favour of Robert of Normandy, it certainly 
does not warrant a decision in favour of Robert of Jumieges; 
and it would seem that some of those who have followed the 
iead of Abbt Saas have been influenced by thc tendency to 
associate the " Bcnedictional " with the Sacramentary given to 
Jumiegcs by the EngHsh Archbishop, and by the belief that it, 
as well as the Sacramentary, formed part of the Jumitges 
col!ection of MSS.' 

So much as this, however, is clear — that thc " Benedictional," ■ 
written at first for use in England, passed into Normandy, 
probably before thc middle of the eleventh century, and has 
since remained there. The additions made from time to time 
to the origina! contents of the volume arc concerned, for the 
most part, with matters for which it at first contained no 
provision. In some cases their Norman character is cleariy 
marked : thus the order for a Provincial Council is clearly for 
the province of Rouen : the additional section relating to the 
Ordination of Bishops provides for the profession of obedience 
to the see of Roucn : the ordcr "ad ducem constituendum," 
though it contains no mention of the particular duchy, was

rently wrilten at a later date than these sections, and there- 
fore must also belong to Normandy. To Normandy also may 
be assigned the writing of the matter on the preliminary leaves,' 
consisting of extracts from various patristic authors, and of the 
declaration of belief concerning the Eucharist which, in the 
order for the Provincial Council, is attributed to the Council 
of the Provincc of Rouen held in 1063, under the presidency of 
S. Maurilius. 

The order for "constituting " the Duke has apparently been 
constructed from the material furnished by the " Consecratio 
R^is." which forms part of the original contents of the 
Pontilicat. Some portions of this order have been omitted, 
others have been altered. to suit the conditions of the case for 
which the new order was intended to serve. The additional 
section relating to the consecration of Bishops provides for the 
detailed cxamination of the Bishop-elect, and for some modifica- 
tions of the order contained in thc older part of the book, But 
the changes are not of any very great importance. It may be 
supposed that, with the exception of the " Consecratio Regis," 
for the use of which there would be no occasion in the dukedom 
of Normandy, the Pontifical offices of the original MS. continued 
to be used in Normandy just as they stood, or with alterations 
of the siightest character. 

It is not at all surprising that this should be the case, If 
the account gencrally given of the '■ Pontifical of Egbert," which 
rcpresents it as a tenlh-century copy of an eariier English 
Fontifical, be correct, the same thing had probably occurred at 
an cariier date ; and the case of another manuscript already 
mentioned, the PontificaU Lamletetisc, furnishes another parallel. 
It has been doubted whether this Ixiok was actualiy written in 
England or in France ; it certainly seems to have been in use 
in Brittany ; and, if written there, its contents werc probably 
copied for the most part from an English book nearly cou- 
temporary with ihe '■Benedictionai " of Archbishop Robert. 
with which, in most of the offices, as we!l as in its collcction of 
Episcopal benedictions, it is generally in close agreemenL The 
most notable departure from this agreement is in the order for 
the Coronation of a King. In the "Benedictional," as in the 
majority of the English Pontificals anterior to the Norman 
Conquest, ihe order is that which is commonly associated with 
the name of Ethelred, and which was probably introduced in the 
time of S. Dunstan.^ The "Pontifical of Egbert" and Ponlificale

which probably stood in the boolcs from which they were copied. 
They seem, wher regarded as the representatives of those older 
books, to take their place within, and at the beginning of, the 
series of English Pontificals which illustrate the variations of 
usage, and the development of this class of Service-books, not 
only in England, but also in the neighbouring parts of the 
Continent, in the period before the Norman Cooquest, 

In the notes on the Pontifical offices contained in the present 
volume an attempt has been made to indicate the extent and 
character of the variations which the books of this group display 
with regard to the arrangement of each of the offices. Thc 
difTerences are for the most part unimportant : nor do they 
serve to fumish sufficient grounds for any very exact conclu- 
sions as to the mutual relation of the books. Where two or 
more of the MSS. are found, as sometimes happens. to be io 
very close agreement in regard to some portions of their con- 
tents, it will generally appcar that, in regard to some other 
portion, they diverge, and one or other of them agrees with 
some other member of the larger group. 

The "Pontifical of Egbert," while the date of the book from 
which it is copied (assuming that it is directly derived, at least 
jn the main, from a single earlier MS.) cannot be accurately 
determined, seems to represent an eariier stage than any other 
book of the group which has come down to us in a form practi- 
cally complcte. Two fragmentary Pontificals seem, however, 
to stand near it : one of these, the earliest' of the fragments now 
combined in tlie British Museum MS. Claudius A. iii., shows a 
close aifinity to it in certain respects; and the Sidney Sussex 
College MS. A, 5. 15, which contains (of matter common to 
other books of the group) only forms relating to Ordination, is 
in alraost exact agreement, so far as these forms extend, with 
the early portion of MS. Claudius A. iii.^ 

The original portions of Pontificale Lanaletense^ the " Pontifical

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\ S. Dunstan," ' and the book of Archbishop Robert, show 
a large amount of agreement : tbts is pcrhaps most marked in 
the case of the last two. But the agreement between them 
does not extend to the whole of their contents: they have 
apparently drawn their material in some cases from difTerent 
sources. The second (in point of date) of thc fragments con- 
tained in MS. Claudius A. iii. seems to stand near to these: in 
one case where S. Dunstan's book differs from that of Arch- 
blshop Robert, it agrees with the latter. The handwriting of 
this fragment appears to be rather later than that of Archbishop 
Roberfs book. A Htany which forms part of its contents 
includes the names of several saints specially venerated at 
Cantcrbury. Of these the name of S. Aiphege is written in 
capitals, while that of S. Dunstan is marked for repetition. 

The original portion of thc conlents of the Pontifica! known 
as that of Bishop Sampson of Worcester(Corpus Christi College, 
Cambridge, MS, 146) proceeds apparently from Winchester, 
and probably from the Old Minster, As might bc cxpected, 
it shows a good dcal of agreemcnt with Archbishop Roberfs 
book, but in some cases it agrees with that of S. Dunstan. It 
tsof a later date than the MSS. of the last-mcntioned group, 
and shows some additions and a slight devclopment of cerc- 
moniaL In thc section relaling to Ordinations, it stands rather 
apart from the older books. The eleventh century Canterbury 
Pontifical in the same Library (MS. 44) shows a somewhat 
wider divcrgence from the earher MSS. than the Winchester 
Pontifical : most of its offices appcar to have uudergone a certain 
amount of revision and cxpansion either by way of additional 
detaiis or by the lengthening of the prayers.^ 

Nearcr in somc respects to the earlier MSS. than cither of 
these two, and thcreforc probably representatlve, like Egberts 
Pontilical, of a MS. a good deal earlier than the date at which 
it was itsclf wricten, is the Pontifical associatcd with thc name 
of S. Thomas of Canterbury, now in the Public Library of 
Douai. The MS. itself is assigncd to tbe twelfth century ;* but

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in spite of its late date it presents so much resemblance to the 
earlier books as to make it worth while to take some account 
of it in connection with them. 

All the Pontiiical offices contained in the " Benedictional " of 
Archbishop Robert are to be found also in other books of the 
series. On the other hand. it differs from the majority of the 
other books of the group by way of omission. Its contents 
include no forms relating to the trial by Ordeal. In this 
respect, however, it agrees with the "Pontifical of Egbert." 
The absence of such forms does not, of course, indicate that they 
were not employed by the possessors of the books which omit 
them : they were most probably provided in another volume. 

It is pcrhaps unnecessary to say that the limitation of the 
coraparisons attempted in the notes to a small number of 
English Pontificals does not imply that these books ought to 
bc regarded as standing by themselves, apart from books of 
ihe same class which had their origin and their use elsewhere 
than in England, It is hardly to be supposed that either the 
formation or the development of the English Pontificals was 
independent of external influence : the importance of the group 
in which the Pontifical of Archbishop Robert has its place is 
not greater than that which would belong to any compact group 
of similar books of equally early date proceeding from any 
other region equaliy well defined. Some limitation in the 
range of comparison, however, was necessary ; and it appeared 
to be on the whole best to confine the comparison, as a rule, to 
those books which, in point of time and place, stood nearest 
to the text, and thus to show how far the text itself might be 
regarded as representative of the region and the period to which 
it belongs. 

With regard to the collection of Episcopal benedictions 
which forms the first part of the contents of the votumc, it may 
be said that it prcsents few poiDts of special interest, Except . 
for the benedictions for the festivals of the saints specially 
venerated in the New Minster, S. Grimbald and S. Judoc, and 
for a series of ferial benedictions which have for their theme the 
account of the Days of the Creation in the first chapter of 
Genesis, there is little in either division of the series which is 
at all unusual, The greater part of the benedictions which 
make up the whole series, and almost the whole of those which 
make up the division containing benedictions /fr (j««i circnlutn, 
are to be found not only in the MSS. with which, so far as its 
Pontifical offices are concerned, Archbishop Roberts book 
15 most closely in agreement, but also in the "Pontifical 
of Egbert" and the iknedictional of St iEthelwold. The 



collection which forms the ba^is of this series had an influence 
on the benedictions of the Engh'sh Pontificals which may be 
traced in later books as well as in those of the earliest group. 
But it was by no means limited to England: the comparison 
of even a small number of authorities will suffice to show that 
its use was widely extended. 

In the editing of the text use was made, in the first place, of 
a transcript given to the Society by the !ate Mr. S. S. Lewis, 
for whom it had been made at Rouen under the direction of 
the late Abb^ Sauvage. From this transcript, after revision, 
the text was printed, and the sheets were carefully collated 
with the MS. at Rouen by Mr. L. G. Wickham Legg. The 
spelling of the MS. has been followed throughout ; and the 
punctuation of the MS. has also been followed, with certain 
exceptions. The stop most frequently uscd by the original 
scribc is the simple point (.) ; but it is used with a difference in 
value corresponding to its position in relation to tlie line. It 
seemed impracticable to reproduce these distinctions accurately 
in printing; and they have therefore been disregarded, the 
point bcing placed in all cases at the usual leveL In the lists 
of capitula the scribe's usage with regard to the omission or 
insertion of a point at the end of each hcading, and before and 
after numerals, is irregular. In the text, he frequently omits 
the point at the end of a sentence. In the printed text numerals 
are in all cases followed, but not preceded, by a point ; and the 
point has been added at the end of hcadings and sentences 
where the scribe had omitted it. The later additions to the 
original contents of the MS. are distinguished by being printed 
in sraaller type. 

Where musical notation occurs in the MS. the fact is indi- 
cated by thc use of asterisks placed at the beginning and end 
of the words noted. 

The two lithographic plates representing the oiiniatures and 
decorative work of the MS. are from drawings made for the late 
Mr. S. S. Lewis : for these the Society is indebted to the kind- 
ness of Mrs, Lewis. The coliotype plates illustrating the hand- 
writiog of particular pages were made from photographs taken 
for the Society at Rouen, 

In conclusion, I must express my thanks not only to the 
Chairman of the Council and to the Treasurer of the Society 
for such help as they never fail to give to those who are 
eogaged in its work, but to others who have in various ways 
rendered me useful assistance. In particular. I would desire to 
ackQOwledge the aid which I have received from thc transcripts 
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and notes placed by the Dean of Carlisle at the disposal of the 
Society ; while to Mr. L. G. Wickham Legg my gratitude is 
especially due, not only for the work of comparing the printed 
sheets with the MS., of which I have already made mention, 
but also for the use of his transcript of the Pontificale Lanale- 
tense, and for information as to the contents of the series of 
Episcopal Benedictions in the Pontifical of S. Dunstan, which 
had not been included by the Dean of Carlisle in his transcript 
of that MS.

Tke Benedictional which forins the first portioa of the MS. is divided into 
two seaions, one containing the benedictions of the Temporah, ihe other 
those of the SancioraU with ihe addition of ferial benedictions, and of a 
smail number of benedictions for special occasions. Each section includes, 
besides the "Episcopal benedlctions " for use at Mass, ceriain forms of 
benediciion employed on particular days. The forms for blessing the Ashes 
on Ash Wednesday, the Palms on PaUn Sunday, and the Oils and Chrism 
OD Maundy Tbursday are in the lirst section ; ihe second includes a form 
for blessing the Candles on the feast of the Puriflcation, and is closed by a 
forra for the Reconciliation of Penitcnts. 

The " Episcopal benediclions " per aitni circulum are almost all to be 
fbund, with no ^eat amount of vartation as regards their position or their 
tcxt, in the Benedictional of S. jCthelwold. A large proportion of them are 
also in the PoQlifical of Egbert- This agreement is less laarked In ihc 
benedictions of the SancloraU. The corrcspondinjj portion of the Pontifical 
of S. Dunstan, ihough not always agreeing n-iih our MS., is for thc most 
part in accord with il, where the two provide bcnedicCions for the same day 
or the same purpose ; but S. Dunstan's Fontifical provides in some cases 
additional forms. The same is the case with PontificaU LanaUitnse. 

The collections of benedictions referred to by symbols in the following 
notes are as follows, the Benedictional of Arcbbishop Robert being indicatcd 
by ihe symbol Rob.: —

Tees thoughout (so far as ii goes) with Rob. A large proportion 
the prayers common 10 ihesc MSS. are lo be found in Egberfs 
Pontitical, though not in the same order, some of them being assigned 
to Ash Wednesday, aad ihosc which are allotted 10 Maundy Thursday 
being ditfeTeDlly arranged. 

The first order in Lan. insens before the form Absolvimus ie two 
prayers whicb do not appear in D. or RobT but which in ihe Celasian 
Sacramentary and in Egbert's Pontifical preccde a sboner form of the 
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prayer Dtm humani gtmris bmignhsime conditor. It oroits the rubric;1 
which D. and Rob. sct at the beginning of the whole fonn. From the 
absolulion Absolvimus te down to ihe end of Deus humani generis the 
three MSS. are in agreenient ; but at the latter point Lan. adds a. 
prayer {Dotnine dcus omnipotens rex regum), which is not in D. or Rob. 
and proceeds — j 

Tune levas eum de pavimenlo, el dicis antiphonavi. Vivo ego dictfiH 
dominus, nolo mortem peccatoris, sed ut magis convertatur et vivabfl 
Ps. Miserere mei deus secundum. 1 

Then foUows (with the heading ttem alia absolutio) ihe prayer DeuS 
innocenliae restitutor (p. 60), and after it an Absolutio episcopi, wbich 
is not in D. or Rob. ; D. substitutes for the Absolulio episcopi another 
prayer, and adds directions for the admonition of Ihe penitent. 

pp. 61-05. The Ordo contained in these pages is, as has been said above 
(p. bo, Hote), an addition to the original contents of the MS., made at a 
date at which it would appear that the book was at Rouen, since other 
additions of the same penod belong to that locality. The Ordo is to be 
found also in Hittorp's Ordo Romanus, and Mahillon states that be bad 
coUated several MSS. for the text which he includes in his series of 
Ordines Romani. Of these it is most likely that our MS. was one, 
since Mabillon appears to have made use of it for other purposes. 

pp. 66, 67. The fragment of the Canon, hke the Ordo which precedes it, was 
most probably written at Rouen. The inost notable feature of its text 
is the mention of S. Hippolytus among the saints commemorated in 
the Communicantes. No other unusual name appears either ia this or 
in the later clauses which contain the names of saints, and the insertion 
does not warrant any precise inference as to the source of the text copie 
by the scribe. In Ihe Rouen MS. A. 566, which probably came fror 
S. Denis, the name of S. Hippolytus is oiily one of a large number c 
unusual names inserted in the Commumcautes. (See Delisle, Af/m,M 
sur /Pauc. Sacramentaires, p. 294.) \ 

pp. 69-72. The use of the smailer type employed for the later additions toj 
the original MS. in thcse pages is the rcsult of the manner in which th^ 
sermon had been copied by ihe transcriber. Though the s 
perhaps an addition to the original contccts of the book, it appears XxfM 
be actually the wotk of the ortginal scribe, and may iherefore bof 
regarded as having been intended for use in England. It seems, how-l 
ever, most probablc thal Mart^ne^s suggeslion as to the original authoT-L 
ship of ihe sermon is right, and ihat (apart from some i n terpolat ion»]M 
ii is really Ihe work of S. Caesarius of Arles.' Thus its references t^^ 
liturgical usagcs are primariiy evidence for the customs observed iu 
south-eastem Gaul in the firsi half of the sixth century, not for thosn 
observed in England in ihe last years of thc tenlh or Ihe first years o 
Ihe eleventh. Bul il may be reasonable, perhaps, 10 suppose that t" 
customs mentioned in the sermon were not wholly unknown to thc 
for whose edificaiion it was copied : had they been so, the force of tl 
illusirations drawn from Ihcm would have bcen slight, and injuactitn 
to observe them would hardly have been delivered. The usages ud 
question are nol very numerous. Keference is made to the cleansinf^ 
of ihe hands of those who drew near ihe altar to communicaie, ani 
Ihe praciice thal women coming to receive the Sacrameni should ci 

' Dom Germain Morin, who sneiJts with special authority on such a questic 
informs mc Ihat he it slrongly of tois opinion : he has kindly poinled out 
Ihe scrmon nppeare with some viriation of readings, Bnd wilh Ihe omis! 
last 18 lines on p. 72, in the Blh etrMiy ffemiliariuin of Butchard, a collection for tl 
moil part made ap ofdiscourses of S. Caesaiius. Sce his articlc on ibe /IfmHiarii 
in ReoHt Binidictiiie, vol. xiii. p. 105 (March, iS0). 
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tbeir handswith a linen napkir (p. 70).' The use of flowers for decking 
churchcs scems to be implied (p. 71). With regard to Baptism, Easter 
is regarded as the normal time for its administration ; in the case of 
those who were baptiicd at any other feslival, a preparation of seven 
days is enjoined, In which the candidates were admitted '* ad oleum vel 
ad manus impositionem " (p. 71) ; ihat is to say, they were admitted (as 
those to be baptiied at Easter were admitted during L*nt) lo the status 
of catechumens, and to the preparacion for Baptism,on some day before 
thal on which they were baptized. It is, perhaps, hardly likcly ihat the 
ancient order of the preparaiion for Baptism was so generally obsen-ed 
in England al the date to which ihe MS. belongs, as this passage would 
seem to imply ; but it is uot improbable that ils observance was 
regarded as a thiog desirable, and one whicb might properly be rcconi- 
mended, although it was no longer enforced. How long the priraitive 
cuslom of delivering ihe Eucharisl into the hands of lay communicanls 
was reiained in Engtand is uncenain. In France it was prohibiled by 
3 canon sometimes cited as an enaetment of a Council of Tours, some- 
limes as that of a Council of Roues, whlch Mart^ne (Z>f Ani, EccL Rit^ 
lib. I. cap. iv.) refets to Rouen and assigns to ihe ninth century, wbile 
Sala, in bis notes on Bona {Dr Reb. Liturg., lib. II. cap. xvii.), also 
referriog il to Rouen, assigns it 10 a date about 650, on ihe authority of 
a recent edition (1717) of the Councils of the Province of Rouen. In 
England it certainly exisied at the time of Caedmon's deaib, c. 63o (sce 
Bede, Hiit. Eecl., iv. 24), and may have continued much latcr. The Sth 
of Mabdlon's Ordines Romani speaks of priests receiving in their hands, 
as though tbe rule for otbcrs than priests was dilTerent ; the sixlh 
provides (as raay be seen on pp. 64, 6; of this volume) that the priests 
and deacons assisting at Mass should receive in their hands, but not 
the subdeacons. 

Oiber cusioms meniioncd in ihe sermon, which are probably of a 
heaihen or semi-beatben kind, relaiing 10 the veneration of trees and 
wells, and to the consultation of soothsayers and sorcerers (p. 71), were 
probably by no means exiincl in England in the tenth century, and are 
not altogeiher unknown in ihe iwenlielb. 

pp. 73, iqq. Tbe order bere provided for ihe consecraiion of a churcb is 
somewhat mote dcveloped ihan that in Egbert^s Poniiiical. It agrees 
very closely with ihe parallel part of che other English Ponti6cals of ihe 
tenlb and eleventh ceniurics, mosC closely with PontificaU Lanaletense, 
the Pontifical of -S. Dunsian, and MS. 146 of the Library of Corpus 
Chrisii CoUege, Cambridge, which, as regards ihe cariier portion of ils 
contents, seems 10 bave procceded from Winchesier. Tbe Briiish 
Museum MS. Claudius A. iii. is in some details nearer 10 Egbert than 
this group; the Brilisfa Museum MS. .Wd. 38,188 (apparently from 
Ramsey), and MS. 44 of Corpus Christi College, Cambridge (apparently 
from Canterbury), often agree togeiher, aiid boih show a slighily more 
advanced developmcnt ihan the group towhicb our text belongs. These 
texts are cited by the symbols given in ihe lisl prefixed to ihe Noies 
(p. i68,«t/r,)). 

Immediately before iis order for tbe dedication of a church, Egb. 
places (i.) a form ad nuntiandum poptito, nearly identical witb ihc 
Celasian Denuntiatio guum religuiae ponendae sunl marlyrum j (ii.) 
a lubric directing Ihat relics are lo be provided by ihe bishop ihe day 
before ihe consecration, and placed where they may remam "cum 

' Bolh ihese point» are nieiitiotied in inothei scrrooo of S. Caesarius j the Unei 
osagc, whicb a here commFnded, is cnjoined by ■ cinon of the Coundl of Aoxeire. 
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hymnis et laudibus et luminaribus " throughout the night, till theirl 
removal to their new resting-place. In the same position 146 has a 
of ihe things required for the dedication. 
p. 73. PrimituB enlm oonveoit, etc- Egb., Claud., Lan., and D. all begin 
with this rubric, to which Egb. joins Ihe direction for placing lighted 
candles round the church ; 44 begins with ihe firsl portion of the rubric, 
but makes a break at dfbeiii, inserting directions for the use, after 
vesting, of ihe psalm Deus mucrtatur, certain preces and a colleet 
{Dius qui PaUraa), and then proceeding Deinde veniant, etc. Ramsey 
begins with the fornis lo be used after vestlng ; 146 with the direction 
to 'iay. after vesting, ihe colleci Deus qui paterna. 

Zachaeo feetinans deBcende. Egb. places before this anthem, and 
after the selting of the candles, the collecl Actiones nostras; after the 
anthem ii proceeds at once wiih the litany. Claud. omits anthem, 
collects, and litany. 1 

Actionee noBtriLB. Lan. omits this collect bere, addi&g it later. I 

DeuB q.ul nos. Omitted by Egb. and D. ; 44 adds a third collectl 
{Omnipolens et misericors deus, qui sacerdotibus). \ 

Et iUmmnentur, etc. This action in Egb. ukes place earlier. In 
D. it is aceompanied by an anthem {Ab orienle portae tres, etc), and 
followed by a collect {Deus qui apostoioruni). 

Bt ter circumeat, etc. In Egb. and Claud. no precise number of 
circuits is prescribed ; D. orders that the procession is to start from 
the S. door, by whlch the entrance into the church is afterwards 
to take place ; 44 directs that the relics are to be carried in the 
procession. 
p. 7J. FraeTeoiat nos. This collect and that which follows it are omitted 
in Egb. and Claud. ; D., 146, and Lan. add another [Deus caeli ierraeqite 
dominator), Lan. adding also Actiones nostras; Ramsey and 44 have 
as a third collect Omnipolens sempileriie deus qui perfiHutn Inum. 

£jt iiigrediB.tar, etc. Egb., Claud., and D. make no mention of any _ 
proccssion round the church at ihis point. The dialogue proceed^^ 
without interruption, and is followed by the psalm, sung, with i 
aniiphon, outside the opened door, and by the colleci DoiHum tuum.% 
Lan. a^ees alnjost verbally with Rob. ; 146, 44, and Ranisey foUow ■"■ " 
same lines; 44 indicates ihe S. door, thus agreeing with D. 
p. 76. Hao oratione Anita, eic. There is no mention of the cross can 
by the bishop in Egb., Claud., D., which also omit the anthem Cr«j 
pellit hostem : 44 directs the bishop to make, with the cross he carries,1 
the sign of the cross in longiiudine el tatttudine pavimenti, with the 
words, Crur Ckristi expelial TtiHc koslem : crux Ckristi triumphel kic ti 
iii aevum, and thercafter to plant his cross in medio ecclesiae: Ramsey 
~ :s the former directiou, but orders the fixing of the cross with the 
t variation of the anthem. In Ihe text, wjth which Lan. and 14^ 
agree, ihe midst of ihe church is not reached till some point ii 
course of the psalm Fundamenta eius, and there is no instruction 
what thc bishop is to do with the cross he carries in his hand. 
omits Fundamenla eius, and places the anthem Beiudic domine ^i 
a different form) after the coltect Deus qui invisibilittr. 

TabemaciUum boo. This collect is placed earlier by 44, which fa 
here the psalm Benedixisli doinine, with anthem Domine qui M^ 
loeutus es, foilowed by a long collect {Deus qui Moysi /amulo tua 1 
mille millibus). Ramsey adds, after Tabemacuium koc, a third coUec 
{Ci^piosa benejicia), which appears also {in a later hand) in La 

Inter bo orationem fkoienteB. In 44 they are directed to s 
secretly the seven peniteniial psalms et alias preces sive orationts t 
also mentions the penitcniial psalms. 
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p. 78. Deinde incipiat, ctc. Egb. and Claud. have no anthem or psalm at 
thi5 poinl : D. has only ihe first anthem and psalni : Lan. and 146 
agree -nith the lext : 44 adds afier the psalm Magnus dominus a collect 
Deus qui sanctum Moysen. Ramsey has a collect after each psalm, and 
adds at ihe end of the section the anthem, psalm, and coUecl which 44 
puis immediately before the Litany. 

Benedlcens salem et aquam cam cinere. The benediclioDS and 
enoMzisms which follow seem to be rather out of their natural sequence ; 
bul Ckud. and 146 have them in the same order. Egb,, Lan., and D. 

filace them in the order ; (1) Emrdtmus salis, (i) Brnedictie salis, 
3) Exorcismiis aquat, (4} Bentdictio aqua£, (5) Benedictio dntrum. 
£gb. has an aJtemative form for (i). Kamsey and 44 place (5) between 
(2) and (3), and add words for use at the mingling of ihe ashes and salt, 
and at the admixture of ihe wine. Rarasey has altemativc forms for 
the exorcism and benediction of the salt and water. The text of the 
whole series of forms in 44 and Ramsey seems to have been retouched. 
p- 80. I>euB creator et conservator. Before this collect Ramsey inserts a 
bidding of prayer (^Deum omnibotentem fratres carissimi) : after il 
Lan., D., 146, 44, and Ramsey aad a second collect {Domine deus rex 

Et mlttat in ea chrisma. D. and Claud. add dicens, In nomine, etc : 
Ramsey dicens, Sanctificetur aqua ista, ctc. The addition of chrism is 
not menlioned in Egb. In Claud., Lan., and D. thc rubric proceeds 
with the direction that mortar is 10 be preparcd with the holy water, to 
be used in enclosing the rclics : D. seems, like Rob. at a later point. to 
contemplate the possibility of ihere being no enclosure of relics. 

Cantando antlphonEun Aspergea me. Lan. and 146 also seem (o 
prescribe theuseoftheanthem without thepsalm Afiserere al ihesigning 
of the altar. the anthem being repeated and followed by the psalm 
duringlhecircuilsof the altarwhichfollDW. Egb., D., and 146 prescribe 
the use of the anthem and psalm during both stages; 44 prescribes 
the anthem and psalm at the signing, repeating the anthem only for the 
circuiis. Ramsey direcis the use of consccratory words (^Sanctificetur 
hoc altare, etc.) at the signing, and of the anthem and psalm at thc 

Fateant ad hoo altare. Claud. omiis this coUect : Egb. substitutes 
for it the long benedictioo of the altar (^Domine sanete fiater clemens\ 
which appears laler in Rob. ; 44 has a form (also beginning Pattant ad 
hoc altare) differenl from that in the majority of the Pontificals. 

Clroumeat intos eccleeiam. All the MSS. agree tn dirccting Ihe 
sprinkliog ot ihe interior and erterior of the church, aod all provide 
anthems lo be sung duriag or aftcr the circuits made for this purpose. 
But ihere is a certain amount of divergence in detail. (i.) Wbile most 
of the books direct thai the external sprinkling is to be performcd by 
the bishop, attcnded by all the clergy, Claud. directs, and D. permits. 
ibat he is to send some of the cler^ oui of the church to discharge this 
funciion, himself remaining withm. (ii.) While most of thc books 
dircct a threcfoid sprinkling of the «terior as well as of the interior, 
Qaud. and D. indicaie that the outside is 10 be sprinkled only once. For 
this D. assigns a reason, — that while thc three internal circuiis signify 
the faith in the Holy Trinity, the one external circuit signlfies the one 
baptism quod gerit extrinsecus ecclesia. (iii.) While some of the books 
secm 10 contemplaie the use of the anthems and coUects at the close of 
cach circuit, others scem 10 dircct the singing of the anlhems during the 
circuits, a collect following at the compleiion of the circuit in each 
case : Egb. and Ctaud. provide no collects : in Laa. the arrangement 
of the collects and also of the anthems is rather confused. (iv.) There 
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a.re several minor differenccs in the selcction of psaims. In this tnatterl 
Ramsey agrees wilh Rob. so far as ihe anthems aDd collccls for Ihe 
inlerior circuils arc coDceraed : D. substjtutes Exurgat for Laudate: 
44 and 146 havc at the same point Laudate ilomhimit de fHf/M.whJch is 
prohahly thc psalra indicated by thc corrector of Rob. (see p. 80, hoW). 
As to the extemal circuits, 146, 44, and Ramsey difler froin Rob, and 
from each other ; Egb. provides only one anthcm {Asperges me) j Claud. 
hasnone: D., though enjoining only one circuit, for which it provides 
the anlhem Fimdamenta, provides a second anthem (Vidii y 04:06 
scaiam. Ps, Deus iioster refugiuin') to be sung dum asieiidaut sacfT' 
doles spargentcs super culuuna ecclesiae. This is followed by the 
collect Deus qui yacob fnmulo- In Rob., Lan., 146, 44, and Ramsey 
the anlhem Vidit Jacob is oinJtted, but the collect, which evidcntly 
belongs to it. remains ; in Lan. the collect is described (probably by a 
clerical crror) as an anlhem- Egb. and Claud. omit bolb (he anthem 
and thc collecl. 
p, 82. Benedlo domins domum iBtam. Egb., Claud., and D. omit Ihis 
anthem. 

Et TBdat de ipso tUtarl, etc. This direction is found In all tbe 
texis with slight variation of cxpression ; buC they show a good deal 
of divergence in rcspect of the number and ordcr of Ihe anthcms and 
coUects which follow. The prayer Deus sanctificatioiiiim was probably 
the consecralory form of one of the early Ordines on whlch ihe various 
texts are based (as it is in Ihe Ordo of Magisiretti's Milanese Pontifical), 
having before it, as a preliroinary coUect, Deus pii loca. The Pnfatio 
in msdio ecclesiae has supersedea it in Ihis capacity, but Deus sanettfiea- 
tioniim has been retained in the majority of the texts : and to this tlue 1 
divergencc is probably due. D. discards Deus qui loca and has b 
Ihe Preface one anthera {Benedietus is) and one prayer i,Deus san^tifi^ 
cationum). Claud., Rob., Lan., 146 keep both Dcus qui loca and Deian^ 
Hcdficaiionum : so also does Egb., but it preserves the tradiiion of 



sanclificaiionum, and places before Deus gui loca two anthems, Benedic 
domine (nol idencical with the anlhem bcginning with the same words 
in Rob.) and Domus mea domus orationis. In Ramsey and 44 ihe 
system of anthems and prayers is further developed, and there are three 
anthems {Beiiedic, Benediclus «, and Tu domine universarum), cach 
followed by a prayer. The additional prayer (Deus qui caelestium) is 
hnked with Beiudic in 44, with Benedictus es In Ramsey, Deus qui loeaX 
being linked wiih Benedic in Ramsey and with Benedictus i-j in 4^ 
both, Deus saiictificalionum is the lasl prayer before Ihe Prcface. 

p. 83. IngredieiidtLm eat ad altare. Claud. and Lan. aAApost extem 
velum. 44 places before this a benediction of the site oT the alta: 
which is noi in any of the othcrs. 

Eooe taberna^julum. Egb. oraiis ihis ; 44 puts it after thc prayt 
which foUous it in Rob. 

p. 84. Domino aancte . . . misaricordiam. Claud. placcs here insteadol 
this prayer and the nexE, Lan. adds after them, two prayers i 
appear later in Rob. {Singulare Hlud and Deus omnipotens unit 
rum). Egb. has a varialion of Domine sancte . . . miserieordiam at t 
later poinl, in the form of a bidding prayer, but omits Domine sancte , . j 
crealor. At this point, till ihe conipletion of the unction of the wal' 
it has anthems only withoul praycrs. Thc anthems are not exactly tl 
same as in Rob. 

p. S5. Mane Burgena. Egb. has Saiictificavit dominus. 

Deua qui ad Baezl&Dandum. Lan. places this immediately afta 
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the "bidding prayer" Deum imivfrtitatis. In 146 and 44 they arc 
separated, as in Rob., by the second anointing and the anthem Mane 

Vidit laoob. Egb. has Ecce odor flla mei. Ps. Fundamenta; D, 
and Kamsey, Aedi/icaiiit Moyses. Ps. AfagHUS dominus. 

Singulare illiid. See above, note on p. 84. Rob., in placing this 
and the following praycr at ihe last stage of the anointing of the altar, 
may be said lo give them somcthing of ihe speciaJ importance which 
they have in Claud.. though in a different way. 
p 86. Banctiflc«tur. Egb., Claud., D. omit this. 

Tonc demum preeul egrediena, etc. Egb., Claud., D., Lan. do noi 
make mention of any extemal anointitig. D. has Iwo anlhems (O quam 
iiulueadus. Ps. Caittale domiiio . . . cantate, and Lapides. Ps. Cait- 
tate Domino . . . laudatid). Egb., Claud., and D. have no coUects at 
this point ; Lan. has thc two anihems. and placcs afler the second of 
them the two coUects which appear in Kob. Ramsey has the same 
anthems, but substitutes another coUect for Omttipotem sempiterne deus 
effunde. It also provides an altema.t[ve anthem and collect for use 
outside the church, si ligneafuerit. Egb. has no anthem at this point, 
placing O quam metuendus just afier the anointing of the walls: 146 
and 44 agrec with Rob. A later hand in 146 provides for a wooden 

p. S7. Domlne ad te. Claud. and D. omii this anthem ; Egb. omits both, 
having empioyed Ecce odor ai an earlier pomt (see tiotc on p. 84). 
Ramsey inserts after ihe first anlhcm thc coUect Omnipoteiti sempileriie 
dfus tffunde (see last noie). 

Domine aancte pater clemens. Not at this point in Egb., Claud., 
D. Egb. has it earlier. 

Dei patFiB omnipot^ntis mlBericordiam. The form of this prayer 
shows it to have been originally ihe "bidding prayer" preccdiog a 
collect. AU Ihe books, however, concemplate its being treated as 3 
coUect, preceded by Oreinus, Flutamus genua, Levale. D. alters il 
into the form of a coUect. 

p. 88. Fraefktfo snper altare. Both in 44 and in Ramsey another prayer 
is inseried before ihis : the two forms are not identical. 

p. 89. Deinde teneant, etc. Egb., Claud., D., Lan. place this nibric (wiih 
slighl variation) at the head of the whole senes of benedictions of 
church fumiturc, in wbich they include the two benedictions which 
follow here in Rob. 

Fost baec ueBtiatur altare, etc. Egb., Claud., D., and Lan. post- 
pone ihe vesting of the altar till aficr the enclosing of the relics. Lan. 
has Ornaverunt here, but without any mention of vesting thc allar. 
Egb. places immediately after the Praefatio super altare the anthem 
Confirma; then two forms for the Benedictio labulae; then (as Oratio 
fost UHCtionein altaris) the prayer MaieslaUm tuam, followed by thc 
nibric as to the bencdiction of church fumlturc^ and thc series of bene- 
dictions for that purpwse ; at the cnd of this series it proceeds with the 
order for the introduction of the relics. Claud., D., and Lan. procced 
as Rob., except that Claud. and D. omit Oritaveruiit, and that all here 
omit the collect Deiundat. After Confirma they place the nibric as to 
benediclion of the fuminire, and the serics of benedictions, and thcn 
proceed with tbe section which they ertitle Ordo qnomodo in sancta 
Jiomana eccleiia religuiae coitdantur. This ia in the fullest form in 
Lan. ; in D. it is abridged ; that in Claud. is apparently a less developcd 
form. Some parts of the Order appear at a laier point in Rob. But 
Rob., 146, 44, and Ramsey regard the dedication of the church as being 
completed, and insert the form of the commendation of the church, 
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before the iniroduction of the relics. For this Kamsey and 44 provide 
altemative forms, to be uscd according to the particular dedica.uoti- 
title of the church. In 146 ihere is a sJDglc foini ^vith variable cl^uses 
at tbe beginning ; and thc same method is followed in D. and Lan., 
which provide a form of commcndation after the enctosing of the relica. 
Egb. and Claud. hive no commendaiion. 

p. 90. Inclpit benedictlo, etc. The whale series of benedictions which 
follows here agrees closely with the parallei section of D. The seciioo 
in Lan. has some forms which do not appear in the series in Rob., 
including in its coUection sonie forms which in Rob. and D. are tbe 
subjects of separate seciions — the forms for blessing a bell, fot conse- 
craling a cross, a font, and a cemetery, Most of the forms contained 
in Rob. are found also in Egb. and Claud., though not as a continuous 
series, and wiih mare variation of ie\t ihaD in Lan. and D. Egb., 
Claud., Lsn., D. all include in iheir series the two benediclions which 
appear in Rob. as a preliminary to the vcsting of the altar i.p. 89).

as before, scems lo regard ii as possible that there may be n" " 
to enclose. 

Ilxultabunt sanctl. This is one of thc anthems in Egb., Claud,, I 
Lan, U is ihe only anthem here in 146. 

In celesti rogno. This is not in 146 or in 44 (which has itista 
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^r Vidi civilaUni). Ramsey has it, and adds a ihird anihem {^Sub altart 
domini], which is also in Egb., Claud., D., Lan. 

Becoiida.t eas super ipHum altare. Ramsey also says sufier altare; 
146 has /'/ eccUsiain ; 44, in loco apto. The altar, according 10 these 
books, has been already vesied, and the meihoc! of enclosing ihe rehcs 
in ihe ahar therefore seems inapplicable. 

Sens qui ex omni coaptione. This in Egb., Claud., D.. Lan., 
is ihe prayer which foUowa the enclosing of the reUcs. In Ramsey 
it is foilowed, rather oddly, by ihe Dcnuntiaiio antequain rtliqnine 
foHaiiliir, with various anthems and prayers for the encLosing. These 
may have been intended for use in cases where the usagc of enclosing 
was followed. Afier ihe collect Dem gui ex omni, Egb^ Claud., D., 
Lan. direct the vesting of the altar, wiih the anthem Oniaverunt and 
the collect Descendat (pp. 89, 90, above). Lan. adds sorae further 
prayers with the anthem CoHfinna (p. 90, above). Then foUows in D. 
and Lan. ihe commendation of the church. 
p. 97. Ab oriente. This anthem appears in Lan. (without mention of the 
lights) before the collect Deus qui ex omiti. 

mUsa ordme oongruo oelebratur. The mass which follows agrees 
for ihe most part with Egb., Claud., D., and Lan. The Gospel is that 
of an allemalive mass in D. Egb. and Lan. have Non esl enim arbor 
. . . super petram. D. has not the first collect. The first benediction 
is in D. as that of a miisa specialis aedificantis ecclesiain; the second 
is in Egb. and Lan. and also (as an altemative form) in D. 
p. 100. Mieaa pro aediflcante ecclesiam. The collect, secret, and post- 
communion are all included in the parallel mass in D. and Lan., which 
have as a second collecl Deus giii loca. 

Fer vii. dies in eadem, eic. Lan. has a similar rubric ; ihat in D. 
is in almost cxact agrcemeni with Rob. D. adds a series of anthems, 
psalms, and nine lessons for mattins.and anthems and psalms for lauds. 
This is also ihe case in Lan. 
pp. 101-103. The Order for Ihe consecration of a cemetery is practically 
identical with tbat in Ihe Pontilicals of Egbert and of S. Dunstan, in 
MS. Claud. A. iii., and in Pontificale Lanalttense, There is no 
mention of the use of ihe litany before the prayers, which these books 
direct. The same prayers appear also in Ihc Ponlifical of S. Thomas 
of Canlerbury (Douai Library, MS. 67), and ia the two Pontificals 
already cited as 146 and 44. In these last tbree, however, there is a 
certain amount of further dcvelopment. In the Douai MS. this only 
amounts to ihe direclion of a preliminary exorciimus agiiae, and a 
procession before the prayer said in medio coemeterii. In 146 anlhems 
are added, and the use of incense is presctibed in the procession before 
the last of the live prayers. In 44, after the lilany and exorcismus 
aguae, twelve candles are lo be lighled al the four comers of the ground ; 
and the circuit of the ground is to be made three times before thc first 
prayer. The antbems appear also in this form, and ihe procession wiih 
incense before the tifth prayer. There is also a finol benediction said 
by the bishop with upUfted band. 

In PoHtificale Lanalelenst there is no indicalion of ihe parts of the 
grouod at wbich ihe five prayers are to be said ; and in this point there 
is a slight variaiion among Ihe olher books mentioned. Egb., Claud., 
aad 146 direct thc first prayer 10 be towards the easi, the second 
towards the south, the third towards tbe wesi, and the founh towards 
Ibe nonh, thus making a circuii of the ground. The oihcrs, like Kob., 
make tbe second ptayer towards the wesi, the third lowards the south, 
so that in the course of ihe prayers ihe sign of the cross is, as it were, 
traced upon the ground. Bui Ihis is not assigned as a reason for Ihe 




order in which the caidinal points aie laken. The prayers stand in 
the same order in all tbe books, and tbe difference as to the points at 
which they are said tnay be merely arbitraiy. 

Tbe ma.s5 is the same ia atl the later books, except that 44 adds an 
E[HScopal benediction, and makes the Sup^ pppulum a second collcct. 
In Egb. and Claud. the first collect is ihe same as in Rob., but the 
otfaer prayers differ. Thcre is no proper preface or Super populum. 

pp. 103-105. Ad aigttum eccIeBiae benedicendum. This Order is practi- 
cally thc same in Egb., Claud^ Lan., D. The last two are more nearly 
in exact agrecment with Rob. than Egb. and Claud. Thc rubrics are 
not exactly the aame in any two of the tive, but agree as to their genera] 
sense. Tbe tirst prayer in Rob. is a benediction of the water ; and so 
also in Claud. In Lan. and D. it is a form used in Ihe washing of the 
bell, and begins Btnedii: dotnine hoc signum . . . ei assistat super tUud. 
This is a variation recogaized by altemative readings in Egb. and 14^ 
Claud. has no antbems attached to tbe psalms, beginning the psalm 
at the anointing at Vox domini super aquas, that at the fumiga^on at 
Viderunt tt aquae. Egb. has the anthem Laudtt amma mea in place 
of /n civitate domini, which in D. is added in ihe margin. In'146 
the office begins with an adaptation of Ihe Exorcismus aquat for Ihe 
dedication of 3 cburch. In 44 ihe Exercismus aqiiae is preceded 
by a litany : the water is then sprinkled upon the bell wiih ihe anthem 
Asperges, and tbe bell is blessed with the form Bentdic domint koc 
tintinnabulum, difTering slightly from the Benedic Jomine hoc signum 
of ihe earlier books : ihe Order ends wjth a benediciion pronounced 
ilevata manu. As in the teit of the rubrics, so also in thc prayers, ihe 
varioos books are not in exact verbal agreemcnt. 

pp. 106-ioS. Conseor&tio cruolB. This Order is almosl ideniical in D. and 
Rob., whicb combine with somc additions the differciit elements of Egb. 
and Claud. In Egb. ihc officc begins with Asperges, acd the anthem 
is followed by three prayers : Deus gloriae (ineluding the section 
Radiet hic, which in Kob. is separated and placed ai the end, for use if 
ihe case rcquires il) ; Bentdic domint hanc cructm; and Rogamus te. 
Thesc are the lirst three prayers also ia D., wbere Raditt hic, thoi^h 
not separated from the resi of ihe prayer, is marked as intended tor 
occasional use only. Claud. omits thc anthem and Dtus gloriat 
adds after Rogamus le (with the title of Consecraiio crucis) the pray 
Omnipotens aettrne dtus pater, which in D. and Rob. stands fourt^ 
Neither Egb. nor Claud. dirccts ihe anoinling of thc cross. D. and Rtrib 
ordtr thc use of chrism for this purpose : Rob. directs the anoiDIing tt 
be accompanied by the words Consecrare et sancfipcart digntris, et( 
After ibe anointing follow in D. and Rob. thc two prayers, Onuiipolen 
setnpiteme deus quiper lignum and Deus cui cuntiac : and with the la(_ 
of Ihese ihe oflice ends in both ; for Raditt hic, though il slands last i| 
Kob., was probably meant to be annexed lo ihe prayer Deut gloria ii 
Ihose cascs which required ils usc. 

In Lan. the material is nearly the same, but the arrangemenl diffi! 
considerably. Three prayers {Benedic domine hanc criicem, Rogatr 
te domine, and Omnipottns sempittrnt dtus qui per lign$im) precede I 
washing of the cross. The anihem Asperges is not mentioned. " 
waahing is followed by the prayer Omnipotens aeterne dius p 
The cross is ccnsed, and after thc praycr Deus gloriat (lo w 
Radiet hic is annexed for use if required) ii is anointed wilh holy oilfl 
thc words ai ihe anointing are the same as in Rob. Afler ihe anoir-—-' 
follows a prayer which does not appear in Egb., Claud., D., 
{Sanclifica quaesumiis), and the prayer Deus ciit cimctae which i 
lasl of thc series, as in D. and Rob. 
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In 146 and in the Pontifical of S. Thomas, as in Lan., Ihe anointing 
is with holy oil. In both some addiiional anthems are introduced, and 
also one or two additional praycrs. In the Pontifical of S. Thomas 
OmHtpeteiu atterne deus palera.yptai^ as Consecratio crucis foUowed by 
Dtus ^riose excelse (the same praycr as Deus gloriae with somc 
variations) as BenedicHo crucis. In 146 Deus gloriai is placed at ihe 
end of the oliGce, to be used if the crass is adoroed with go!d or genis. 
In 44 the ordcT is furthcr dcveloped, with still more additional matcrial 
than in 146. Here also the anointing is with holy oil. 

pp. to8-'i 10. Benedictio BcrlttiL In this section D., Lan., 146 are ld dose 
agreement wilh Rob. The Pontifical of S. Thomas and 44 have the 
samc prayers, but add anthems, in which they do not exactly agree 
together. Egb. and Cla>id. have not this office. 

p. 1 10. Dedioatio fontiB. The three praycrs under this bead are originally 
pans of the mass at the dedication. and appear with slighi variation in 
ihis connection in the Gelasian Sacramenlary. The Grst of the thrce 
is the first coUcct, ihe second the post-communion, and the third a 
lengtbened form of the second coUect of the Gelasian raass (Muratori, 
Ul. Rom. Vet., i. 618, 619; or pp. 142, 143 of the Oxford ediiion). 
Egb. bas ihe Gelasian mass, omitting the prelace and Hanc igitur, and 
by a clerical error giving to the secret the titlc of Post communioHem. 
Qaud. has only the first two prayers of those in Rob. : 44 has tbc first 
and third, followed by a mass which contains some of thc remaining 
Gelasian material. Lan. and D. agree with Rob. 

pp. 110-113. BeoonoUiatio lool sacri. In this section Rob. agrees 
throughout with D. Lan. has two forms : one consists of thc praycrs 
which in Rob. aiid D. prccede the mass: parts of the mass also appear 
elsewhere. The olher (Lan.^) consists of anihems and psalms, foUowed 
by a mass nearly agreeing with thal in Rob. and D. The differences 
are noled below. Egb. and Claud. have two oul of the Ihrce prayers 
(omitting Deus qui in sauctii) and a mass agrecing with Rob. and D., 
but less completely sel out. In 146 the three prayers are to be preceded 
by a litany : the nuss is nearly ihe same as in Rob- and D. A 
commendatio lod is added at the end of ihe seciion. 

pp. 112, 113. Hisaa in reeonciliationB eccleBiae. The mass in Lan.^bas 
three eollects, the second bcing Deus gui dixisti : ihe first isa form not 
found in the oiher books, beginnlng Deus indultor crimiHum. Lan.' 
has for the Epistle a passage from 1 Cor. iii. ( Unusquisque mercedem . . . 
guasi per iguem) : 146 substitutes a lcsson from Isa. t. {Lei-amini . . . 
comedetis). Egb. and Qaud. do not specify tbe Epistle or Gospel. In 
the graJI, 146 has as f. Adorabo ad tempium. The preface is omitted 
in Egb. and Claud. The text of the benediction in Egb. does not 
exactly agree with Rob., but the benediction is on the wbolc the same. 
For the communion Egb. has Acceptabilis ; but this is probably only 
a clerical error, or perhaps the consequencc of a derical error in an 
early source. As me post-communion, Lan.* has Sanctorum tuorum 
domiHe precibus conjidentes. 

p. 1 13. Oratio »d capillaturam. This is common to all the books : in 44 
it is the second of iwo prayeis for ihis purpose. 

p. 114. Ad clerictmi faciendiun. This section agrecs closely with Lan., 
save that Lan. gives an aliemative anthem. D. omiis the prayer 
Deus cuius Spirilu, bul otherwise agrees wiih Rob. : Claud. omils both 
Deus niius Spirilu (which it has elsewhere) and Deus gui ecdesiam i 
il omits also Omnipotens sempiterne deus propiHare, and adds otber 
anthems (7"«i es Domine, etc.) at ihc giving of the lonsure. In 146 and 
in the Pontifical of S. Thomas ihe order is ralher more devclopcd, with 
" 1 ihc number bolh of anlhems and prayers. The Iwo 
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books contain in this section very much the same ma.[enal, but dtffer 
a tiitle in its arrangement. In 44 ihe office is still more dittcrent froni 
that in Rob. 
pp, 115-130. Ordo de Bacris Ordinibua benodicendiB. The Ordination 
foims containcd in this Poniifical are in genernl a^eement with those 
found in the earlier books aiready referred to — Egb., Lan., D., and Claud. 
The forms of ihe Sidney Sussex CoUege MS. a. 5. i; (e. logo-ii 10) 
appear, from the account given of ihem by Mr. Christopher Words- 
worth jn his appendix 10 the Pontifical of Davld de Bemham, lo be so 
nearly identical u-ith those of Claud. that what is said of the one MS. in 
ihc foUowing notes will equally apply to the other, save for the fact that 
wbile a small portion of the form for the Consecration of Bisbops is 
to bc found in Claud., tbe form is not represented in the Sidnev Susscx 
MS.' The forms in the Douai MS. 67 (the Ponlifical of S. Thomas, 
ciled below as T.) agree closely with those of ihe early group. Thosc 
of the two Corpus Christi CoUege MSS, {146 and 44) show tnore 
divergence, and can hardly be reckoned among the earliest group of 
£nglish forms, though they are, of course, in agreement with that group 
as regards the grealer part of iheir conlcnts, Thc divergence ia 44 is 
more marked than that in 146. 

In the earliest group of English Pontificals the back-bone of the 
Ordinalion forins is evidently ihe same with the forms which are Xa be 
found in the Gelasian Sacramcntary.' The basis of their rubrjcs is the 
serics of exlracts from the Statiita Ecclesiae Antiqua : the basis of iheir 
prayers consists almost entirely of the prayers combined in the Getasian 
Sacramentary. In some cases particular members of the group foUow 
a text not identical wiib that 01 the Gelasian Sacramentary : in a few 
inslances therc are varialions which seem to be due 10 intentional 
alteration or alterapts to emend the ordinary teM ; but thc variations of 
reading are for the most part not of a kind such as lo require special 
mention in ihese noies. With regard to the matter which is added to 
the Gelasian forms the members of the group are for the most part in 
agreement as to its substance : they differ, ihough not very widcly, as 
to its arrangement, 

One rather curious though not very important variation is that wbicfa 
concerns the numeration of tbe various orders. In Rob. numbers are 
given in the headings of the sections (e.g, Ordinatio kosliarii : incifiil 
frimus gradus) : and ihe Episcopate is sepiimus ^adus, this rcsull 
being reached by the non-assignment of any number to the Subdcacon. 
In Claud., Lan., T., and the Sidney Sussex MS. the numbers (in most 
cases) arc given at thc end of thc aections (e,g, Hiicvsque prtmus 
gratiiis); but the numeration is nol regular. All four make the order 
of Eiorcisl lertius gradus, that of Deacon quintus gradus ; but they 
difTer as to thc intcrmediale steps. Claud. leaves thc order of Acolyte 
unnumbcred, marking thc Subdiaconate as quarlus gradus: Lan. and 
the Sidney Sussex MS. number neither ; T. numbers the Subdiaconaie 
as quiittHS gradus (repeating the number for ihe Diaconate) ; but this 
last seems to bc a stip of the acribe, sincc at thc end of the form for 
Priests there appears Hucusqtie vii. gradus. The Episcopate therefore 
is nol reckoned in T. as it is in Rob,, and apparently in Claud. and Ihe 
Sidney Susse.1 MS., scparately, as onc of seven degrees. This is in 
accordancc with the reckoning of a list which in T. precedes the 

' Claud. has only Ihe three initial praycra, which are placed apart from the o 
Oldmalion foims wilh ibc beading, BeiUilictio Episcoporum.

The omission of the Acolyie from the numera.iion in Claud. and the 
Sidney Sussex MS. is possibly to be connected with a section, Di sepiem 

Cadilius ccclesiae ijmos adimplevU Chriilus, which appears in Egb., 
LD., and D. In tnis section Ihe list begins with the Ostiarius and ends 
wjth the Bishop : tbe Acolyte is not mentioned at all. Lan. has also a 
section, not found in the other books, treating of the orders by way of 
question and answer, where ihe answcr to ihe question Dic mihi,^adus 
tcclestastici guol suttt f is Oclo : and where ihe eight orders begin with 
the Ostiarius and end with ihe Presbyier, thc number being made up 
by including (as the second order) the Psalmisla. 
11$. PsalmlHta . . . potest. Egb. and some others insert {bcfote poUsl) 
posteaquam ab archidiacono inslni<.lus /ueril. These additional words 
are not in the Gelasian Sacramentary or in ihe ordinary leiiC of ihe 
Slatula Ecclesiae Anligua, whence this section comes. T. adds some 
words to ihe formula of admission. 
ii6. Et tradat ei dia«onuH hostium ecclesi^. This is an addilion to 
the lext of the Slatula, not in the Gelasian Sacrameniary. Egb. and 
some oihers have archidiaconus. T. adds ihat the archdeacon is lo 
lead him lo the door and bring him back to the bishop tor ihe 
benedictior. 

Aodpa et esto. T. inserts before this, at the end of ihe rubric, Vide 
ul guod ore cantas, etc. (as above in Rob. for the Psalmista). 

Benedictio lectoris. Egb. and Lan. have a form of bidding prayer 
before ihis, which the other boolLS omit. It is noi in the Gelasian 
Sacramentary or in Missale Francorum. 

1 17. AcGoUtuB cum ordinatur, etc. T. adds formula: for ihe delivery 
of the insiruraenls. The Gelasian SacramentaTy, which has ihe extract 
from the Statuta relating to the Acolyte, omits the forms of benediction 
which follow in Rob. Nor are they m Missale Francorum, which has 
another fomi. The Sidney Sussex MS. and Claud. have onJy one 
benediction, which seems lo be made up from ihe two in Egb., Lan., 
D., and Rob. The second benediction, as it appears in ihese four, is 
evidenlty corrupt. In T. some attempt seems lo have been made lo 
amend it ; the I2lh-ccntury Pontificals alter ii considerably. 

118. Ordo qualiter . . . ordlnandi snnt. A section similar to this 
occurs in Ihe Gelasian Sacramentary before Ihe forms for ihe Ordina- 
lion of Priests and Deacons. A similar clause oceurs in Egb.. Claud., 
Lan., D., and the Sidney Sussex MS. T. haa a corresponding heading. 
but the two pages following it are left blank. In Egb. the section is 

Elaced at ihe beginning of ihe series of Ordination forms, having the 
eading, Incipit ardo guitlHer in Romana ecclesia presbileri diaconi sub- 
diaconi vel cettri ordines clericerum benediceitdi sunt, followed by matter 
answering 10 the contents of ihe section in Rob., and by various rules 
and statements as lo Ordination, some of which axe found also in Claud, 
and D. In Laa. the corresponding seclion is placed between the fbrms 
for Subdeacons and those for Deacons. In Claud. and D., as in Rob., 
the seccion comes before the forms for Subdeacons ; bui in D. no 
mention of Subdeacons is made in the heading. In T. Ihe heading 
(as in Egb. wilh ihe addition of ile sacris ordinibus after erdo, and of 
the words a domno pontifice sedis aposloUcae after clericoruiii) precedes 
tbe forms for Subdeacons. Rob. stands alone in maklng no menlion 
of the Romana ecclesia ia ihe heading of the section. 

in xii. lectioniboB. Ail ihe other books of the group (T. excepted, 
which has not tbe passage] add ad sanclnm Pelrum. 
Antequajn euangelium legatur. Egb., Lan., and Claud. has'e (liki.' 
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the Gelasiaa Sacramenlary^/tu/^Uijnt antiphonsm adintraUum dir^rtMt, 
liala oratieHe. Lan. inserts before ihe proclanution Auriliantt, etc^ 
a presenution of the ordinands by the archdeacon, with an tnquuy as 
to iheir tiiness, and his reply. 

Deinda Kccedant, etc- In Egb., Claad., Lan., and D. the corre- 
sponding rubrie follows that of the Gelasian Sacra.iiieDtaiy, c/ ptut 
modicum — benediclione percepia : and in a!l but Lan. (which proceeds 
wilh OrdiiitUio Diiuont) some added matter follows ihe rubnc ie.g. the 
Capilulttm S. Gre^orii). 

pp. 1 18, 1 19. OrdinKtio SubdiaconL This section ts practically ihe same 
in all the books, except in regard lo the rubrics. 

p. 118. ITrceoliim cnin aqua . manile. The more common reading is 
cum ayunmanili, but if manile in Rob. is the equivalent of aquamaaiU, 
the direciion of its rubric agrees with thai of thc Gelasian Sacra- 
mcntary, H-hich menticins both water and basin. Lan. agrees with Rob. 
oc manutergitim. Egb. adds a direction for the proviston of ihe 
chalice and paten (already mentioned), and at the end of the address 
ViiU cuius a ditection for their delivery, and that of the maniple. 
Claud. and the Sidney Sussex MS. have somewhat similar additions, 
but omit Ehe mcnlion of the maniple. 

p. 119, Benediotio subdiaconL After the bidding prayer T. inserts a 
rubric allowing the use of ihe respond Sini lumbi at tbe discretion of 
the bishop. 

pp. 119-123. Oirdinatio DiaconL 

To the forms contained in the earliest Sacramentaries all the books 
of ihe group add directions or formulic for the putting on of the stole 
and for ihe anointing of Ihc hands; all but Claud. and the SJdney 
Sussex MS. for the delivery of ihe Gospel-book. As to the place of 
these additions there Is some variation. 

The first four prayers of Rob. (pp. 120, 121) are common to all bul 
Egb., which has a somewhat dilTerent form of the tirst, and omits the 
third. This group of prayers may be said to represent the matier 
common to the Leonine and Gelasian Sacramentaries, though the first 
three are not exactly the same as the initial prayers in either of tbese 
books, and the second is not coniained in either. The two prayers 
which stand last in Rob. (p. 122) represent the addition made lo the 
Leonine form in ihe Gelasian Sacramentary. In Rob. the added 
ceremonies are piaced between these two porlions, which in the other 
books of the grnup are conseculive. In Egb., Lan., and D. the putting 
on of the stole (accompaoied or followed by the form beginning In 
nomine sanctae Trinilaiis ') and the delivery of the Gospels are placed 
at the beginning, before the prayer Oremus dilecHssimi. In Claud., T., 
and the Sidney Sussen MS. the added ceremonies are deferred till after 
the prayers, where T. places the delivery of the Gospel before that of 
the stole.' In all except Rob. the Comecralio manuum comes lasi. T. 
joins to it a prayer which is not in the eariicr books (ZJfHj ^at jl/iy-i/, 

p. 119. DlaconuB cum otrdinatur, eic. This rubric is taken from the 
Slalula Ecclesiae Antiqua; Claud., T., and Ihe Sidney Sussex MS. 
have it in the same form. Egb., Lan., and D. insert after ihe words 
cuin ordinalur directions as lo the delivery of the stole and tbe Gospcl- 
books, and after Ihis proceed Deinde salus episcopus, etc. 
' Tbis form (and alsu the benediction of the stole, Deiu iHVielaevirlutis) aie placed in 

Egb. bcfofc ibe bcginning of the seclion, but are inlended for use in coiuiection with ii. 
• In T, Ihere is it rubric aftci Commam volum permaneat enjdning the dclivcrr 

nf ihe Gospel-baok 1 but the diicctioQ is repealed after the next poycr, < '' '

p. 120. Oremua dilectiBaimi. This is a variation of one of Ihe initial 
prayers in the Leonine and Gelasian Sacramentaries. 

llx&udl domiue preoes. This is not io tbe early Sacramentaries, 
but appears in Egb. as Alia bcuedictio diacoHt Hve diaconissai. 

Domiue deUB . . . precea nostras. This is common to the Leonine 
and Gregorian Sacrameniaries. 

p. 122. ConBeorentur manuB. This fonn occurs {with very slight variation) 
in the Gelasian Sacramentary at the end of ihe forms for Subdeacons, 
wbere (as Tommasi remarked) it is evidently misplaced. The anointing 
of ihe hands of Deacons seems 10 have been used in England, and to 
have been not unknown in Francc, where ihc Archbishop of Boui^es, 
about 860, addressed an inquiry as to its propriety lo Pope Nicolas L, 
and received ihe reply th.it at Rome neither Deacons nor Priests were 
thus anointed (MartSne, De Aut, Eccl. Rit., vol. ii. p. 22). 

pp. 122-125. This seclion follows very nearly the samc order which is found 
in Egb., Claud, Lan., D., T., and the Sidney Sussex MS. The Leonine 
Sacramentary has the first three prayers of Rob., and tbose only ; the 
Gelasian adds the two which stand last in Rob. In Egb. these stand 
in the same order as in the Gelasian Sacramentary, without break, the 
direciion as to ihe changing of the stole being placed, with its formula, 
before Ihe fitst of the prayers, ihe other additions after the lasl of them. 
In the oiher boolcs of ihe group, as in Kob., the later addiiions, excepi 
that of the changing of ihe siole, are placed between ihe Leonine forms 
and those which the Gelasian Sacramentary adds to ihem. 

p. 113. PresbTter oum ordmatur, etc. AU the books of the group have 
this exiract from the Statula Ecclesiae Antiqua. Egb-, D., and Lan. 
combine wiih it a direciion as 10 ihe putting on of the stole, and as 10 
the meniion of thc pricsfs "title." 

p. 123. Hic mutatur atola. Egb. omits Ihis. Lan. and D. have before 
Ihe corresponding rubric ihe form Stola iustitiae circumdet, cic, which 
Egb- places afier thc inilial rubric. T. has ai the same point Tollile 

Benedic domiue. Lan. and D. omit this form with thc rubric or 
heading preceding ii- In Egb. the vesting wiih the chasuble precedcs 
the anointing, both being placed laier. 
p. 124. Ck>nsecr«tio manuum Baoeniotia de oleo et crismata. Lan. and 
D. omit the lasi four wocds. Egb. {which eniiiles the preceding prayer 
CoHsecraHo iianusi has here a rubric directing that the sign of the cross 
is to bc made wiih chrism upon ihe hands. 

Tanc Testiatur oasnla. In Egb. the vesting with ihe chasuble is 
accompanied by the words, Induct te dominus '.'eslimento sa/utis ei 
coronam laetitiae ponal super capul tuuin. Tberc is an altemativc fomi 
of benediction, which docs not appear in the other books. Lan. has a 
form for use at ihe vcsting (Per /uiec indumenta, etc.) which is not in 
any of ihc olher books of ihe group. In ihe Sidney Susscx MS. thc 
direction for the vesting wiih ihe chasuble is omitted, but ihe vesting 
is rcfcrred to, as in Rob., in the benediction which follows the 

p. 125. The reading et per obseqmum plebis luae corpore tt sanguine fiUi 
lui inmaculata benedictiene Irans/ormetur ad inviolabUem caritatem is 
perbaps the result of an attempt to improve ihe lcxi. Claud. has 
eorpus et sanguine . . . Iransformetur. 

pp. i2S-)30- Ordlnatio Spiscopi. In this seciion ihere is latber more 



variation among ihe MSS. which contain it than in the sections pre- 
ceding it. The inilial rubric varies a good deal in form. In Egb. and 
Lan. it is more nearly identical with Ihe corresponding passage in the 
Staluta EccUiiae Antigua than is the case in D., Rob., and T. Thc 
three prayers which follow are cnmmon to the whole group- Egb, adds 
a fourth [Eraudi dotnine preces), which in the Leonine SacTatnentary 
ard in Missnle Francirrum appears to be the collect of ihe mass, and 
in the GeJasian Sacramentary takes (he pbce which in the five English 
books is occupied by Adesio supplicationibus. In Egb. it Ls directed 
ihat the initiat prayers are to be said by all Che bishops ; apparemly 
the chanicter of Oremiis dilectissimi as a form of "bidding" had been 
obscured. 

115. DeuB hononim omnium. This, in the early Sacramentaries and 
in Egb. and Lan., forms, togelher with Hoe domine capiase,oaG con- 
tinuous prayer not broken by any direction for anoiniing. 

[26. Hie efTuiidatur oleum, eic. Though Egb. has no mention of 
anointing here, its use may bc indicaied by crosses wbich are marked 
in the text. In Lan. the anoinling of the head follows at the end of 
ihe whole prayer, with the use of the fonnula Unguatur et sanetificetur, 
which the correction made by a Jater hand in Rob. would insert a[ (his 
point in the Consecratio. The Codex S. Eligit and Hittorp's C>rdo 
Romanus agree in inserting Vnguatur et sanctificetur here, but direci 
the use of chrism. D. and T. agree with the original arrangement 
of Rob. 

Hoo domine oopioBe. In Ihis portion of the prayer there is a 
marked difference belween ihe texts. The Leonine form differs from 
ihe Gelasian in Ihe omission of certain passages. Egb. and Lan. follow 
the Leonine ; D., Rob., and T. the ionger form contained in the Gelasian 
Sacramcnlary and in Missah Francorum. 

127. Pater sfLncte omnipotens deue. This prayer is not fouod in the 
earliest Sacramentaries, and is absent from Egb., but appears in Lan., 
D., and T. U maintains its place in the later English Pomificals, but 
does not seem to bave been usual elsewhere. M^nard appears to bave 
found it only in books of English origin and in the Codex Ratoldi, which 
seems to faave been influenced by English sources. BuC ic appears al: 
in the non-English part of the Leofric Missal, where it precedes Di 
lioHorum omnium and has the tille of Consecralio. Possibly its origii 
source may be the same which supplied the Gelasian additions " 
Leonine forms for the Ordination of PriesCs and Deacons. 

Spiritus saDctus septifonnia. This is noC in the earliesi Sacra- 
meniaries. Egb. has il as a final benediction. Lan., D., and T. place 
it as in Rob. 

128. Consecratio manmim. This is not in the earliest Sacramentaries. 
The use of chrism for Ihis anoinling is not mentioned in the rubric of 
Egb. or Lan., but seems to be implied in ihe lext of the accompanying 
formula. Egb. adds a shorter altemative formula, in which ihere is no 
meniion of chrism. 

Hic mittatur oleum, etc. This occurs earlier in Lan. (see aborc,. 
noie on p. 126). ^ 

Benedictio bactili. This is not in 

Accipe boculum sacri regimlnis. 
which havc the alternative formula. 

129. Accipe ergo amilum. This is i 
shorter formula. 

Additio in consecrationem. The purpose of ihis form, as it standj 
in Rob., is tiot very clearly niarked. From Ihe rubrics of Egb., 
and D., and from the text of the section as it appears elsewhere, it^ 
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_ t that ihe original [ 

of the consecratioa of 3 Pope two changes were to be made 
Constcralio begiDning Dtus honorum omnium: (a) the i 
certain words between htiic /amulo iuo guem and ak summi sacerdetii 
minisierium |'see p. 126, linc 10) ; and (fi) the subsiitution of the wotd 
pantiJkaUm for cpiscopaUm in another clause, where in some lexts (as 
in Rob.) the reading which ia this section is presmbed as a special 
variation has been adopted to thc exclusion of ihe more ordinary 
episiopalem (sce p. 1271 l'ne 4). But the begioning of Ihe prayer in 
which ihe changes were to be made, tbe words preceding and foUowing 
the inserled and allercd words, aod the spiecial words themselves have 
txien nm together as though they formed a consecuiive prayer. It is 
lo be noied thai while in Egb., in M^nard's Codex S. Eiigii, and in 
Mariine's OrJo laken from Lan. and D., the phrase for iasenion runs, 
Quem apostolicae sedis praesulem el primatem omnium gui in orbt 
terrarum sunl sacerdotum ac universalis ecdesiae tuae doctorem dedisli, 
ii appears in Rob. in a modified form. The last part of the section is 
also linked on towbat precedes bytheomissionof /rii^uiuand the inser- 
tion of ut in its place. aod by the addition of ascendat after universam. 
Whai ihe earlier use of the section in England may have been il would 
be difficult lo say ; but in the form which it assumcs in Rob. it appears 
also in laler English Ponlilicals in the definite characler of a prayer 
for the bishop at his enthroDcment ; and il seems probable thal this 
character is meanl to belong to it in Rob. also, where it is foltowed by 
the forms which in ihe iith-century Poniificals are combined wiih it 
to make up thc order of enihronemenc. !n Egb. and ihc olher books 
of thc group the same prayers follow the Addilio in consecratienem. 
In Egb. the benediclion Spiritus sanelus septiformis follows ihat 
beginning Populus U honortt, aod is followed by ihe Super obiata of 
thc mass. D. and T. add some maller rdaling to ihe consecration of 
one English Archbishop by the oiher, and to thc pallium (see Martfae, 
De Ant. Eccl. Rit., vol. ii. p. 41). 

pp. 130, 131. Benedictio Abbatle. This section agrees with ihe corre- 
sponding Order in Egb., Lan., and D., save that the prayer Supfr kunc 
/amulum ends in Egb. aC ^alittm tuae benedictionis. Claud.*, T., 146, 
and 44 have the same prayers, bul add lo them olher matter, including 
the delivery of ring and slaff- 

pp. 131-135. Ordinatio Monachorum. Egb. does not contain ihis Order. 
D. and 146 have a different Ordcr (prinied in ManSne, De Anl. Eccl. 
Hit., vol. ii. p- 163, from D.) ; this includes (in a longer form) ihe 
prayers Deus boHorum virtutum (p. 132) and Deus gui ■veslimtntum 
(p. 133), and aJso some other prayers which appear in Rob. or in other 
books of the group which are akin [o it in this seciion. The Ordcr in 
Rob. (save fot some abridgement of rubrics) is practically identical 
wiih tbai in tbe Missal of Robert of Jumi^ges (H.B.S-, vol. xi. pp. 280- 
2S6), and nearl>' the samc as that in Lan., Claud.', and T- In 44 there 
are some addilions, and some of the prayers are expanded ; but the 
gencral outline agrecs with Rob. Man^ne prints the Order from Lan. 
and the Missal,aotingtheresemblancelo Rob. ^De -4 nt. Ecci. AV/.,voLii, 
p. 162). In the Missal (and in Lan.) thc onlyof&ciani meniioned is the 
Abbot. Thc: I2th-ccntury Pontificals have an entirely dilferenl Order, 
which appears in the book of the Abbot of Evcsham (H.B.S,, voL vi. 
col. 28-34) and (in outline) in ihe Customary of S. Augusline's Abbey, 
Canterbury (H.B-S., vol. jnv.). It agrees with Lanfranc^s Staluta. 

p. 131. Cum aut«m noultiua, etc. L^n., Claud.', 44, and Ihe Mlssal of 
Robcrt of Jumi^ges have a much fuUet introduciion. That in T. is 
different, resembling what is found in D. 
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Ab epiBcopo siue abbate inchoetur letania. The litany is ^ven 
at lenglh in Cldud,' and 44 ; Lan. and the Missal have only the Kyric, 
Paler noslcr, and preces. The four prayers which follow are in a.11 ihe 
books oflhis group. 

p. 132. Deus bonarum uirtutuni. In Claud.', Lan.. T., and 44 Deus gui 
vestiiitentum precedes this : so also in D. and 146- Uoth prayers are in 
a rather longer furni in all the books excepl Rob. and the Missal : in 44 
Dms bciiinrum uirluttim is expanded to a great length. 

p. 133. Adeoto domine. Ciaud." allows, and 44 direcis, a respond at this 

DeuB qul renunciaiitibus. This prayer ts also in D. and 146, but 
in 3 different position. T. and 44 insert afler it another prayer {Susdfie 
qUiiesiimus domiiie\ which is also in D. and 146. 

ClemeDtiBHlme domlnator. Before this, Claud.', T., and s^ insert 
a prayer {Famuliim luum domine quaesmmis') which in D. follows the 
anthcm Beali erilis. Neither of the last two prayers in Rob. appeais 
in D. After them 44 adds some further prayers and benedictions. 

PP- I3S~'40' T''^ forms for tbe Benediction of Virgins and Widows and 
of their habiis, which are contained in these pages, are made up of 
malerial which appears in Egbert's Pontilical, with slight variation, in 
a less definiie airangemcnt. In the forms for ihe Benediction of Virgins, 
Claud.* and 44, while using much of Ihe same malerial which is employed 
in Rob., arrange the prayers in a different order. On the other hand, 
Lan., D., 146, and T, agree on the whole with Rob., but they add one 
prayer ( Te iH-nocamus) which Rob. alone omits. In ihe sections relaiing 
to Widows all the seven books are in agreement, save that part of the 
form is now waniing in Claud.' The forms in Ciaud. differ in order 
from ihose in the oiher books, but are also made up of material found 
in Egb. 

p. 13;. Benedictio ueatium uire^liuB. The two prayers which make up 
this section stand first in all the seven books. Egb. assigns them 
(having the first in a slightly differeDl forni) to the blessing of the habil 
either of Virgins or of Widows. The two are found logelher, as ihe 
Btnedictio i/eslium virginis vel viduat, in the suppleraentary part of 
the Gregorian Sacramentaries (see Muraiori, Lit. Rom. Vet., li, 183, 
184) ; the first is found in the same form which it has in Egb. {Deus 
lulernorufn) in the Gelasian Sacramentary, as the Benediclio veslimen- 
torum virginis. In ihis form, with the necessary variaiion, it appears 
again in the section as 10 the Widow's habit in the seven later books. 

Benedlcat te oon.ditor. In Egb. this is the first prayer of the 
Beitedielio virgtnis monialis, ihe second bcing Bettedieat te deus, wbich 
foHows it in Rob. and the four books which agree tvith Rob. It is 
found, together with the first clause of Btnedicat te deus, in Afiisale 
Francorum. Both in Missale Francortirn and in Egb. it ends with 3. 
clause, omitled in the later English books, which serves to link il with 
the fbllowing benediction. In Claud.* and 44 two other prayers (Omni- 
fialens semfiiterne deus adiuua and Te inuocamus) are placed before 
Benedicat le condilor, which is made to precede the giving of thc veil, 
while Benedicat le deus is placed after that action. 

p. 136. OmmpoteitB Bem.plterne deue Bdluua. This, as has been said, 
is placcd earlier in Cl.iud.'' and 44, where it follows Deus bonarum. In 
Egb. it is separated from Dcus bonarum by the formula for the giving 
of the veil, and (like the forms which stand just before it) is made to 
serve either for Virgins or for Widows. In Missale Francorum ii is the 
first prayer in the section relating to the Benediclio Virginum. 

p. 137. DeuB caBtorum oorporum. This is the principal benediction 
in Ihe corresponding seciions of ihe Leoninc and of th " ' ' 
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Sacramentaries, and oi Misialt Francorum; bul thcre is a djfference 
betwecn the ihree books, MhsaU Fratuorum omits a passage which is 
common to the Leonine and Getasian (exts : the Leonme, on tbe other 
hand, omits the last pait of the forai as il appears in the Gelasian and 
in Missaie Francorum. la the supplementary part of the Gregonan 
Sacramentaries the Bemdictio Virginum includes what may be called 
a short recension of it, beginning in the samc way, and containing the 
part which is omitted in MissaU Francorum, combined with a dUTerent 
ending from that ia any of the other early texts. The Enghsh Ponti- 
ficals have both the shorter and the longer recension ; the longer in the 
form in which it appears in Missale Franeorum. In Egb. the two are 
consecutive, the shoner form following the other. In the later books, 
the longer form alone is retained in the Benedictio Virginum, ibe othcr 
being appropriated, with sllght alterallon {e.g. the substitution of saeO' 
gesimi /ructus for centtsimifriictus, and of vidHorum for ■virginiim) lt> 
the Benediction of Widows (see p. 139). 

Before Dtus castorum corporum, £gb. and tbe four books which are 
in agreement with Rob. throughout this section insert thc prayer Te 
invecamus, which is found in the Gelasian Sacramentary, and which in 
these books seems to serve as a sort of introduction to the principal 
benediction. In Claud.' and 44, Tt invocamus is placed just before 
Btnedicat te conditor, whicb in these two MSS. immediaieiy precedes 
the giving of the veil, and so far occupies the same place which Rob. 
and its group assign 10 Deus caslorum corporum. In Claud.' aad 44 
Deus castorum corporum and Beiiedicat tt deus (p. 135) are placed after 
the giving of the veil. 

p, 13S. Acoipe pualla palliuni. This is in Missale Fraiicorum, but not in 
the Leonine, Gelasian, or Gregorian Sacramenlaiies. The whole of 
the group of English books have iti but ditferi as we have seen, as to 
its position in relation to tbe olher prayers. 

Efnmde domine. This is in all the books of the group. In £gb. 
it is joined with Benedictit te coiiditor and Benedicat te deus, and its 
character as a poriion of the mass is not apecificaily stated, as in the 
later books. 

pp. 138, 139. Benedictio UBBtiii uidu&e. The first of thc three prayers of 
this section is mentioned above, in the notes on the Beiiedictio uestium 
uirginis. The other two are the forms for the same purpose in MissaU 
Fratuorum. 

p. 139. Conaolare domine. Tbis is the Bentdiclio viduae of the Gelasian 
Sacramentary : it appears also in MissaU Francorum. £gb. joins wich 
it the praycr Deus castHalis amalor, which is also found in the Gelasian 
Sacramcntary. The prayer Da quaesumus is not apparently to be 
found in any of the early Sacramentaries : it is not identical with that 
which in Hiltorp's Ordo Roinanus is combined with Coiisolare, 

Deoa caBtonun corporum. See ihe note on the longer form (p. 137) 
from which this form may be said 10 be derived. 

p, 140. Famulam tuam. This appears in thc supplementary part of the 
Gtegorian Sacramentaries, as a prayer ad ancitlas dei •uelamias. It has 
the same tide in Egb., where it is atranged for use eitber for Virgins 
or for Widows. 

pp. 140-147. CkiiiHBCratio Rogie. The Order for thc Consecralion of a 
King contained in Rob. is that known as the Second £nglish Order. 
Il is found also, with very slight variation, in D., T., 146, and in 
Miinard's Codex Raloldi, and in an impcrfecl form (paris of the text 
being now lost) in the fragments cited ^ Claud.' A peculiar recension 
of il, with considerable changes and addicions, occurs in 44. Thts has 
been ediled for the Sociciy by Dr. Wickhara Legg (H.B.S., voL xix.) ;

That tbe part beginning Ih 
diibus tius really bekiogs to 7V infoeitmMi is evident from the remark- 
able alliteration which is a feacure of both paits. 

p. 148. ConaecTatlo Begtnae. This Order is graeraHy attached to the 
Second English Order of ihe Kios^s Coronaiion in ihe MSS. which 
contain il. In PontifiioU LanaleSeitiC (which in the King's Corona- 
lion agrees trith £gbert's Poniitical} the Qoeoi^s Coronation appears 
apait fiom Ihe Order fot the Kiog. Egbat's Poniifical provides no 
foim for the crowning of the Queen ; nor does the Leofric Missal. lo 
44 the Order for ihe Oueen has shared in the process of reviston apphed 
to that (or the King. For tbe variations ia the differcnt books of ihe 
gTOttp reference may, as before, be made 10 Dr. Wickham L^g^s noics 
in Three Coronitiion Orders (H.B.S., voL xix.), 

The remaioing contents of thc volume consist of later additions, some 
nearly coniemporary, and perhapis written while ihe booic was still in 
England ; oihers of later date, the mosl important being forms for ose 
in the province of Kouen. 
pp, i49-i;t. The forms lelaiin? 10 marriage belong to thc fwo periods of 
ttie hijtory of the MS. The mass Ad sponsinn benaiictndam was 
probably written in England. The beaedictions for use in the mass, 
the caicb-words of the post-communioii, the second post-communioo 
(or super pcpuluni), and the portion reladng to ihe spousals were 
probably wrilten in Normandy, but conlain nothisg distinctive. The 
mass Ad spaiuas benedicendas in the Missal cf Robert o/ Jumii^et 
(H.B.S., voL li.) has the same collect, secret, and preface as Rob. " It 
has two forms ad compiendum, the second of which (placed after the 
benediclion Deus qui pottstate, and probabty really a super populuni) is 
ihe snme as the post-communion of Rob. The Epistle and Cospel are 
not thosc most commonly found- As 10 the bencdictions and oihcr

Orotionee In tempore Bynodi. The first portion of ttaese prayers is 
repeated in the foUowiDg Order tor a. Council of ihe Proinnce of Rouen. 
Thc latter poriion, beginning on fol. 175V. {Nuila domiiie) is probably 
meani for use al ihe close of Ihc councit, as appears from its conteais. 
Both parts are found in English books, and also in books of French 
origin ; and the same may be said of the benediction which follows ihem. 
j. 153-157, The Order for a Provincial Council was priDted by Mabillon 
in hts Vetera Anaiecla, vol. ii. {Paris, 1676), frotn a copy furnisbed by 
Pelehesier, ihe Librarian of the Church of Rotien. Mablllon notes the 
faci that the Order is a later addition to the original contents of the 
MS. ; but he had probably not seen the book itself, and formed his idea 
of the date of ihis par! of ils conteots from ihe e«idence which he 
collected from iis text. He supposed it to be of the time of Archbishop 
liuillaume Bonnc-.\me (1079-t 1 10), on ihe following grounds : — 

(1) That it is of a date laler than the dealh of S. Maurilius (1067), 
who is refcrred to as venerabilis memoriae (p. 155, line 16). 

!i) Thai it seems to rcgard sonie of those present in the council as 
having assisted at a fbrmer council of Ihe province, held in the time of 
Mituritius, when the definitlon against Berengarius was made. This 
he supposes to have been in io6j. 

(3) That it contains (p. 157, line 19} a refereace to an enaclmcnt 
made in the lime of the father of the reigning prince, pre eoercertda 
priHCipum aipidiiiite, which he connects with Ihc dccrees of a council 
held at LiUebonne io loSo. 

Thc last of these reasons seems to be unsound. The whole passage 
io which the clause on which it is bascd occurs Is takcn from the Eighth 
Council of Tolcdo, with litlle variation beyond the omission of thc 
name of ihe prineeps ; and the allusions to particular enactments, 
whether in favour of ihe titlc of Ihc father of xh^ princeps to dominions 
act|uired by him, or against the rapacily of temporal powers, cannot 
aafely be undcrsiood lo have speciiic reference to any evenis in the 
history of Normandy or of thc province of Roucn. The first reaaon 
seems sufficient to fix ihe daie of ihe composition of the document after 
1067 ; but the phrasc referred 10 as implying that bishops present had 
also becQ present at ihe council heid by S. Maurilius may not imply 
more ihan such corporale ideniily as a later provincial council may 
have with an earlier one. 

It is, of course, possible ihat thc document, ihough apparcnily writlen 
IDwards ihe end of the 1 3th ccntury, is copicd irom an order drawn up 
while some members of Maurilius' Council were still bishops of the 
province ; but in ihat case the phrase, if MabilIoQ's intcrpretation of it 
be adopited, must be regarded as a survtval. 
1 54.. De concllio calcedonensi . heram xviliL The word Itera or aera 
is uscd here, .ind also a few lines later, in the sense of capiliilam. 

155. Corde credimus et ore pro&temur . panem, etc. This definitioa 
appears again in ihe examioalion of ihe bishop-elect (p. 164). 

156. It«m de contemptoribiiB oftnonum in toletano ooDcilio vlL 
Mabillon observcs that what follows is nol found in Ihe decrces of the 
Scventh Council of Toledo. The clause Si quis . . . miiltetiir seems 
like a coodensation and combination of two passages, one in the decrees 
of ihe sixlh, the oiher in ihosc of thc eighth council :—

Possibly boch have been extracted from 
some catena of passages from concitiar decrees de contemptoribus 
canouiim, in which the lirsl passage was drawp from the Seveath Council 
of Toledo, the rest being referred in error to the same source. 

Diuinae trinltatis inBeparabUe numen. From this point to the 
end of ihe seclion the source is ibc Eighth Council of Toledo, cap. 13. 
The piu-pose of the extract is not ei'ideat ; but it may perhaps have 
been chosen as a model for the conclusion of the acts of a synod. 

, I57-IS9- This Order for the investiiure of the Duke of Normandy is 
reprinted (Irom Du Chesne, Hist. Noriiiaiinorum) by Mart&ne, Df 
AHtignis Eccl. Riti6us,io\. li. p. 305. It will be seen that it follows 
tfae Order for the Coronation of a King, with necessary omissions aad 
some alterations of wordinj;. Thc oath is the same : it is foUowed by 
7ir invocamus and Deiis gui populis, substituling ducatus for regntim 
(even in Ihe petition that the sovereign may be brought ad aeternunt 
reenum) : In diebns tins is omitted: the Coiisecratie rcgis and a!i that 
relates 10 the anointing are also omitied : the formulae for delivery of 
the ring and the girding of the sword are adopted, vrith the same 
substiiution oi ducalus for regnutn : the forms relaiing to the crowning 
are omitted, and also ihose for the delivery of the sceptre and rod : 
the last benediction is taken from one of the forms of benedictJon 
□receding the enthronemem. The enthronement and the benedictions 
following it are nol included. 

The only additions are the anthem and verse after 7V deum laiidamui 
and the collect Omnipotfiis scmpiternc dcus qiii dedisli, which nalurally 
accompanies them. 

Of ihe ihree benedictions contained in these pages the thinl 
appears also on p. 37 ; the tirsl is in Lan. with omissions. 

'. 162-165. ^ ^^^ Ordlnatioms XlpiBcopi, etc. The whole of the 
directions comained in the first twenty-seven Unes of this section agree 
wilh those in one of Mantne's Ordines {De Ant. Eccl. Rit., vol. ii. p. 56) 
taken from a Pontificat written for Besan^on and afterwards adapted for 
use at Tours. The date which Mart^ne assigns to this boolc would make 
it nearly contemporary wilh the writing of the section io Rob. The 
Besangon Poniihcal contains ihe full order of the Consecration : the 
section in Rob. is evidently not inlended to be complete in itseU^ bnt 
to be taken in conjunction wiih the eartier Order which forms pari of 
the original contents of the book (pp. 125-130). The earlier Order 
contains no form of examination of the bishop-elect such as that whicb 
in Hittorp's Ordo Romanus is described as seeunduin Callorum iitititu- 
Hones, ox as the fomis which appear in the English Pontilicals from ihe 
I2th century onwards. This omisslon is here supplied. The fomi of 
examination differs in some respects from tbat contained in the Besan^on 
Pootificat : ihe exact forin of questions is a matter on which there 11 a 
considerabte amount of variation in different books. Before the questions 
begin, ihe Besan^on book directs the reading not only of the passage 
from the spurious decretal of Anacletus, but aJso of a passage from tbe 
letler of Celestine I. to ihe Bishops of Gaul {Nulliis ia-.ilis delur 
episcopus, eic), of the fourlh Nicene canon, and of a passaKC ex dicfis 
Leonis papae, the extraci from " Anacletus" being the last of the series. 
Thc same combination occurs in olher of Mart6ne's lexts ; but ihe 
passage from "Anacletus" sometimes appears alone. Somct

with which this address ends (//ii ex toto corde volo in onmibas obedirc 
(t comenlirc) is omitted in thc lext. probably by a clerical crror. 
p. 163. Vis per del grati&m, etc. This comprehensive questton is not 
usuaUy included in ihe series. Where it appears, it seems to take tbe 
place of some other questions which are as a nile included, bui here 
omitted. The samc arrangement appears in a Lyons Pontilical, adapted 
for use at Tarentaise, from which Marl^ne extracts one of his Oriiiiics 
{De AhI. Ecd. Rit., vol. ii. p. gt). 

Via caaUtBtem . . . et in ea fllios tnoa enutriraP The tirsi part 
of this question appears in a shape buc sligblly different in a lar^e 
numbcrof books : the latter part is apparently at leasC unusual. It is 
sometimes replaccd simplybylhe words el docere: ihe Lyons Pontilicat 
already citcd has el eaiit libi sabdilos docere, with a further tnquiry as to 
the enforcement of the teachiDg in the case of sacerdoles, diaconi, and 
miiiislri. Fitios may, of course, be takcn as equivalcnt to subdUos; 
but it seems most likciy Chat the word had at first its ordinary sense, 
and that its retention here is a case of survival. 

Vio beato Petro, eic This quesiion is not unfrequently omitted ; 
but its place is supplicd by a quesiion as Co willingness lo receive and 
observe the Iraditions of the orthodox Fathers and the decretal 
conscitutions of the apostolic see. 

Unioum et tmiun deum dei flUum. Some words seem to have 
been accidentally omittcd bcfore this phrase. The usual form runs, 
" Deum verum et bominem verum, proprium in utraque nalura alque 
pcrfectom, non adoptii-um, nec phantasticum, unicum et unum," eic. 
p. 164. CrediB panem, etc. This and the next question are concemed 
witb the acceptance of the delinition against Berengarius, mcntioncd on 
p. lij. Marttne spealcs of ihem as occuiring in two Pontificals, oncof 
Roucn (perhaps this book), the other the Lyons Pontifical already cited. 
They are found also in some English Pontificals (sec Maskell, Monii- 
meiilii Rilualia Ecclesiae Anglicatuie, vol. ii. p. 265, cd- 1882). 

Adesto deuB. This and the following coilect appear tn the earlicr 
Orda (p. 12;) as prayers said over ihe bishop-elect when he is presented 
before the Gospel : in ihe Rouen Order they seem 10 be intended 10 
serve as the collecis of the mass which begins after the examination is 
concluded. This is the casc in the Besan^on Pontifical, where they are 
separated from the Conseeralio, which in the earlier Ordo seems to 
foUow them immediately, by the EpisUe, grail, Gospel, offeriofy, and 
secrei. Thc secrel, Haiic igHur, and post-communion of the mass 
are ihe same as in the Besanqon PontificaL 
p. 165. Ad polllcem coiueoraiidum. TbJs is inCended to supplement (or 
possibly, as apparently in Hittorp's Ordo Romaiius^ to replace) thc 
Coiisecralio miinuum of ihe carlier Ordo (p. 128). Whcrc it appears il 
is generally added to the Censecratio maHuuin, as it is in the Besani;on 
Pontirical : and this is probably the intention with which it is insened 
here. The Lyons Pontifical (Marttne, De Aitl. Eccl. Ril., vol. ii. p. 93) 
has a disquisition on the difierent modcs of anointing the hands. 

Benedictio baculL This is apparently a substituie for the metrical 
form of the earlier Ordo [p. 128), the use of which was apparently not 
general. The form givcn here appears in che Besan^on Pontifical. 

Benedictio anuli. The earlier Ordo has no form for blessing 
Ihe ring. This (which is found also in ihe Besan<;on Pontifical) is 
apparenlly incended co supply what according to laler usagc would be 
a defect. 

OmnipotanB sempiterae deUs qui distinctia. This form borrows 
some of its phrases from the form pro\ided for use at thc enthroncment 
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in the earlier Ordo (p. 129) ; but its purpose seems to be the benediction 
of a throne, apart from the enthronement of a new bishop. 
p. 166. The list of persons to be called and excommunicated is apparently 
one of the Norman additions to the contents of the MS. None of the 
persons mentioned can be certainly identified. 

Guillelmus de ArciB. Probably one of the family of the Counts of 
Arques. 

GxdllelmiiB de Vemu. This name frequently appears in charters 
and deeds of the iith and I2th c^nturies, mentioned in Mr. Round's 
Calendar of Documents preserved in France, etc. (Record Office Publi- 
cations, 1899.) 

HerbertuB de totsimiliter. Probably the name intended is Her- 
bertus de Tot, the similiter indicating some point of resemblance, 
whether of locality, status, or oiTence, with the person mentioned just 
before him in the list.
